At  Newtownards,  on  December  12,  an  inquest  was 
held  concerning  the  death  of  Nathaniel  Osborne 
McConnell,  described  as  formerly  a  medical  doctor. 
The  cause  of  death,  according  to  medical  evidence, 
was  opium  poisoning.  The  jury  found  a  verdict  of 
death  from  an  overdose  of  opium  taken  by  misadven- 
ture. 

At  Moy,  recently,  Thomas  Hagan  was  charged  with 
selling  ginger  wine  v-hich  was  not  of  the  nature  and 
substance  demanded.  The  defendant  said  he  sold  the 
wine  as  he  received  it.  The  bottle  was  marked 
"  Ginger  cordial,"  but  he  did  not  know  there  was  any 
difference  between  ginger  cordial  and  ginger  wine.  He 
was  fined  6d.,  with  14s.  6d.  costs. 

Belfast 

At  Belfast  Recorder's  Court,  recently,  before  Judge 
Thompson,  Wilfred  Goldring,  trading  as  the  Anglo- 
Polish  Oil  Co.,  Belfast,  was  the  plaintiff  in  a  remitted 
action  against  Arthur  S.  Ritchie  &  Co.,  Victoria  Street, 
for  the  recovery  of  the  sum  of  £g  in  respect  of  a 
barrel  of  turpentine  supplied  to  the  defendants,  who 
took  delivery  from  Dougal  &  Son,  shipping  agents, 
five  months  after  the  sample  was  given.  Mr.  Arthur  S. 
Ritchie  said  the  turpentine  would  not  mix  paint,  and 
therefore  was  not  suitable  for  his  purpose.  He  thought 
he  was  getting  genuine  American  turpentine.  The 
judge,  in  giving  a  decree  for  the  amount  claimed,  re- 
ferred to  the  plaintiff's  letter  sending  a  sample  of 
Swedish  turpentine.    There  had  been  a  sale  by  sample. 

At  the  Northern  Ireland  Winter  Assizes  in  Belfast, 
on  December  10  and  11,  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Sproule  (38), 
wife  of  a  farmer  at  Castlederg,  co.  Tyrone,  was 
charged  with  murdering  her  husband  by  poisoning  with 
strychnine.  At  the  first  trial  (C.  <Sy  D.,  August  2, 
p.  155)  in  Omagh  the  jury  disagreed.  The  witnesses 
called  at  the  second  trial  included  Mr.  Leo  Patrick 
Daly,  Ph.C,  Castlederg,  and  Mr.  James  Leslie  Colhoun, 
Castlederg,  who  gave  evidence  of  purchases  of  strych- 
nine made  by  the  accused  and  the  deceased.  Mr. 
J.  H.  Totton,  public  analyst  for  Belfast,  said  that 
"from  the  stomach  contents  he  isolated  0.4  gr.  of 
strychnine.  He  estimated  that  there  was  not  less 
than  2  gr.  of  strychnine  in  the  body.  The  jury  dis- 
agreed, and  the  prisoner  was  put  back  to  the  Spring 
Assizes.

Notes  on  Parliamentary  Matters. 

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill 

A  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill  was  introduced  in  the 
House  of  Lords,  on  December  17,  by  Lord  Marley,  on 
behalf  of  Earl  Russell,  The  Bill  was  read  a  first  time, 
and  it  was  ordered  that  it  be  printed. 

Sale  of  Arsenic 

Sir  George  Penny  asked  the  Home  Secretary,  on 
December  11,  whether  in  view  of  the  opinion  expressed 
by  coroners,  he  will  consider  a  revision  of  the  regula- 
tions controlling  the  sale  of  arsenic  to  the  public  so 
that,  if  this  poison  is  indispensable  to  agriculture,  the 
licensed  vendors,  such  as  corn  merchants,  ironmongers, 
etc.,  will  be  made  to  comply  with  the  same  regulations 
as  registered  chemists. 

Mr.  Clynes :  1  hope  that  a  Bill  for  the  purpose  of 
simplifying  and  strengthenmg  the  law  relating  to  poisons 
may  shortly  be  introduced  into  Parliament.  I  would, 
however,  remind  the  hon.  member  that  the  existing  pro- 
visions of  the  law  relating  to  the  sale  of  arsenic  and  of 
poisons  generally  apply  equally  to  registered  chemists 
and  the  licensed  vendors  to  whom  he  refers.  The 
licensed  vendors  are,  in  addition,  subject  to  the  regula- 
tions made  by  Order  in  Council  under  Section  2  of  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908. 
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Legal  Reports 

Unqualified  Assistant's  Sale  oi  Poison. — In  Blooms- 
bury  County  Court,  London,  on  December  ii,  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  summoned  Colin  &  Co.,  Alders- 
gate  Street,  E.C.,  for  keeping  op^  shop  for  the  retail- 
ing, dispensing  or  compounding  of  poisons,  namely,  a 
tube  of  golden  eye  ointment  which  was  labelled 
"  Poison,"  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  1868,  the  defendants  not  being  registered 
chemists  and  druggists  or  pharmaceutical  chemists. 
There  was  also  a  summons  against  Miss  Cluer,  an 
assistant  in  the  shop,  who  was  alleged  to  have  sold 
a  tube  of  the  ointment,  she  not  being  a  qualified 
chemist.  Mr.  H.  Glyn-Jones,  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs, 
said  that  the  first  summons  had  been  before  the 
Court  on  a  previous  occasion.  After  evidence 
and  legal  argument  had  been  heard,  the  registrar  said 
he  would  mark  the  first  summons  "  Not  served." 
Proceeding  with  the  second  summons,  Miss  Margaret 
Dick,  inspector  to  the  Society,  gave  evidence  of  pur- 
chase. Mr.  A.  W.  Self,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C,  gave  the  result 
of  his  analysis  of  the  ointment.  The  registrar  said 
he  regretted  it  was  his  duty  to  inflict  a  penalty  of 
5.  He  had  no  power  to  reduce  the  amount.  He 
oped  that  counsel  would  not  seek  to  enforce  the 
penalty.  This  was  a  helpless  shopgirl.  Judgment  was 
accordingly  entered  for  the  plaintiffs  for  £5,  with  costs. 

Not  According  to  Formula. — At  the  Mansion  House 
Justice  Room,  London,  on  December  16,  Mr.  James  E. 
Southon,  chemist  and  druggist  (trading  as  Southons), 
5  Leadenhall  Street,  was  summoned  for  having  sold 
bismuth  tablets  which  were  43  per  cent,  deficient  in 
bismuth  carbonate  and  12  per  cent,  in  sodium  bicarbo- 
nate. Meggeson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists, 
Bermondsey,  S.E.,  were  summoned  for  having  given 
label  which  falsely  described  .the  article  sold,  to  wit, 
"  Bismuth  Dyspepsia  Tablets."  The  proceedings  were 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928. 
Mr.  W.  N.  Earle  prosecuted;  Mr.  H.  Glyn-Jones, 
barrister,  defended  in  both  cases,  and  there  was  a  plea 
of  "  Not  guilty  "  in  each.  The  facts  were  not  materi- 
ally in  dispute.  It  was  stated  that  when  the  matter  was 
reported  to  Messrs.  Meggeson  they  admitted  full  respon- 
sibility. They  wrote  that  a  mistake  had  been  made  by 
a  man  who  had  not  been  with  them  very  long.  These 
tablets  were  made  a  ton  at  a  time,  and  in  making  the 
lot  from  which  this  order  had  been  sold,  the  important 
ingredients  for  only  half  a  ton  had  been  sent  to  the 
mixing  department.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  during  the  130 
years  of  its  existence  nothing  furnishing  a  ground  of 
complaint  against  this  firm  had  arisen,  and  the  whole  of 
the  defective  tablets  were  immediately  withdrawn. 
Apart  from  the  formula  on  the  carton,  there  was  no 
standard  for  bismuth  tablets,  and  he  contended  there  was 
no  case  to  answer.  Sir  Vansittart  Bowater  found  the 
case  proved  in  ea-h  instance,  but  said  that  so  far  as 
Southons  were  concerned  there  would  be  no  conviction; 
they  would  simply  have  to  pay  £1  is.  costs.  With 
regard  to  Messrs.  Meggeson,  there  must  be  a  conviction 
in  the  interest  of  the  public.  They  would  be  fined 
40s.,  with  /5  5s.  costs.

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The  Report  and  the  Draft  Bill 

By  "  The  Man  in  The  Shop  " 


THE  past  eight  months  have  witnessed  a  general  up- 
heaval in  the  pharmaceutical  world;  reams  of 
paper  have  been  covered,  and  hundreds  of 
letters  have  found  a  place  in  the  trade  journals.  Some 
of  these  criticise  the  action  or  inaction  of  the  Council, 
others  heap  curses  upon  the  provisions  of  the  draft 
Bill,  and  yet  again  others  depict  the  hell  that  lies 
before  pharmacy  if  ever  this  Bill  finds  its  way  to  the 
statute-book.  In  an  endeavour  to  focus  these  varied 
statements  one  cannot  but  be  impressed  by  the  fact 
that,  all  too  often,  emphasis  has  been  laid  upon  one 
aspect  to  the  partial  or  entire  exclusion  of  others  of 
equal  moment.  Now  that  the  delegates'  conference 
has  been  fixed,  is  it  not  time  for  these  objections  to 
be  gathered  together  and  the  report  and  Bill  examined 
as  a  whole,  carefully  and  critically,  in  their  proper 
perspective,  and  in  as  calm  a  frame  of  mind  as  the 
situation  will  allow?  This  done,  we  may  tabulate  and 
correlate  our  objections  and  act  in  unison  when  the 
time  for  action  comes. 

To  do  this  it  is  necessary,  first  of  all,  to  examine 
the  conditions  which  gave  rise  to  the  inquiry.  For 
the  greater  part  of  a  century  the  Society  has  carried 
on  its  multifarious  duties  in  a  manner  which  has 
received  the  approbation  of  the  Departmental  Com- 
mittee. But  the  difficulties  which  have  confronted 
the  Society  in  its  work  have  considerably  militated 
against  its  usefulness,  both  in  service  to  pharmacy  and 
to  the  public  generally.  Again,  it  has  been  admitted 
and  even  urged  by  the  Society's  advocates  themselves 
that  the  Pharmacy  Acts  require  revision,  and  that  as 
they  stand  to-day  they  fail  to  satisfy  modern  legislative 
requirements.  It  must  be  added  that  the  Society 
represents  but  6o  per  cent,  of  those  engaged  in  phar- 
macy, and  that  in  the  course  of  its  duties  it  was 
brought  into  intimate  contact  with  various  Govern- 
ment departments  which  could  hardly  have  failed  to 
observe  the  weaknesses  of  its  constitution,  and  unfortu- 
nately, at  the  same  time,  acquired  a  taste  for  inter- 
ference in  matters  pharmaceutical.  A  brief  con- 
sideration of  these  points  will  easily  convince  us  that, 
sooner  or  later,  an  inquiry  was  bound  to  be  instituted. 

Pharmacy  at  a  Disadvantage 

Quite  early  in  the  proceedings  the  decision  of  the 
Committee,  with  regard  to  the  terms  of  reference, 
heavily  weighted  the  balance  against  pharmacy,  and  it 
is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  remember  this  in  view 
of  subsequent  developments.  Whether  the  decision 
was  right  or  wrong,  its  influence  becomes  painfully 
evident  in  the  report  of  the  Committee's  findings.  It 
accounts  for  the  lack  of  any  provision  in  the  Bill  to 
safeguard  the  public  welfare  by  confining  the  dispensing 
and  compounding  of  medicines  to  those  properly  trained 
and  quahfied  for  the  work.  Even  the  totally  inadequate 
definition  of  "  dispensing  "  finds  its  origin  here.  This 
definition,  uness  materially  altered,  seems  likely  to 
prove  a  source  of  embarrassment  to  the  Council  in  any 
future  negotiations  into  wiiich  they  may  enter. 

Before  further  investigation  of  the  report  and  the 
all-important  Bill,  it  may  be  as  well  to  scan,  for  a 
moment,  the  number  and  nature  of  the  witnesses  (set 
out  in  Appendix  i )  who  were'  called  upon  to  give 
evidence.  It  quickly  becomes  apparent  that  a  great 
volume  of  this  evidence,  if  not  actually  antagonistic, 
would  be  but  of  sympathy  with  the  aims  and  aspira- 
tions of  the  Society.  In  addition,  the  weakness  of  the 
pharmaceutical  organisation  as  compared  with  the  oppo- 
sition must  not  be  lost  sight  of.  These  two  points  are 
worthy  of  mention,  not  that  we  may  be  unduly 
depressed  thereby,  but  rather  that  they  may  assist  us 
in  arriving  at  a  true  appreciation  of  the  position,  and 
that,  aware  of  the  forces  arrayed  against  us,  we  may 
take  wise  counsel  and  seek  diligently  for  the  best 
methods  with  which  to  combat  them.  A  perusal  of  the 
report  serves  to  show  how  the  Committee  arrived  at 
their  decisions,  as  embodied  in  the  Bill,  and  reveals  an 


obvious  desire  not  to  embarrass  future  legislation  or  the 
action  of  the  proposed  Poisons  Board  when  it  comes 
to  make  up  the  new  schedule  and  make  rules  and  regu- 
lations. 

The  Bill 

When  we  come  to  a  consideration  of  the  Bill,  we  note 
that  many  of  its  provisions  contain  the  germ  of  the 
suggestions  outlined  by  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  in  his 
memorandum  submitted  at  the  request  of  the  Com- 
mittee. The  Council's  supplementary  -evidence,  sub- 
mitted after  consultation  with  its  witnesses,  contains 
the  suggestion  of  a  Poisons  Board,  although  it  is 
doubtful  if  ever  either  Sir  William  or  the  Council  antici- 
pated that  the  Board  would  be  invested  with  such 
enormous  powers.  The  Committee  appears  to  have 
seized  upon  this  memorandum,  sifted  the  ideas  con- 
tained therein,  and  while  skilfully  evading  all  points 
which  might  bring  it  into  opposition  to  the  B.M.A. 
or  other  powerful  and  interested  organisations,  success- 
fully avoided  all  suggestions  for  a  more  efficient  phar- 
maceutical service  in  the  interests  of  the  community. 

A  strong  and  vigorous  Society,  truly  representative, 
has  long  been  the  earnest  desire  of  many  pharmacists. 
The  addition  of  three  members  appointed  by  the  Privy 
Council  to  seats  on  the  Council  might,  conceivably,  be 
advantageous.  Company  shops,  it  is  proposed,"  will 
now  have  to  register  with  the  Society.  The  tightening 
up  of  laws  with  regard  to  titles  is  a  step  in  the  right 
direction,  but  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  extent 
to  which  this  tightening  takes  place  is  far  from  satis- 
factory. Even  the  severance  of  pharmacy  and  poison 
legislation  might  have  been  contemplated  with  equa- 
nimity if  opportunities  for  the  submission  of  construc- 
tive proposals  with  regard  to  pharmacy  had  not  been 
shut  out  by  the  Committee's  unfortunate  interpretation 
of  the  terms  of  reference.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
transference  to  the  Home  Secretary  of  powers,  at  pre- 
sent exercised  by  the  Society,  of  framing  rules  and 
regulations  with  regard  to  poisons  causes  a  certain 
amount  of  apprehension  as  to  what  further  irritating 
restrictions  might  be  foisted  upon  us,  especially  in  view 
of  our  experiences  in  the  working  of  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Acts.  The  uncertainty  of  the  positional  arrange- 
ment of  poisons  in  the  two  parts  of  the  new  list  again 
gives  food  for  anxious  thought,  while  the  extension 
of  their  rights  to  supply  potent  drugs,  according  to 
public  need,  to  a  nev/  class  of  unqualified  vendors 
cannot  but  be  regarded  by  pharmacists  as  wholly  un- 
satisfactory. The  inequity  of  the  provisions  with 
regard  to  inspection  as  between  pharmacies  and  sur- 
geries, hospitals,  etc.,  will  by  no  means  reconcile  phar- 
macists to  an  acceptance  of  the  new  Bill.  The  benefits 
which  might  accrue  to  pharmacy  as  a  whole  will  not 
be  appreciable  for  many  years,  'but  the  full  brunt  of 
the  ljurdensome  relations  embodied  in  Part  2  will  be 
experienced  almost  immediately  on  the  passing  of  the 
Bill.  Information  has  leaked  out  that  the  Bill  is  to  be 
presented  at  an  early  date,  so  that  it  becomes  necesary 
to  decide  upon  our  policy  at  once.  [See 
p.  765. — Editor.]  While  regretting  that  the  Bill 
contains  no  proposals  for  a  fuller  recognition  and 
more  adequate  protection  for  pharmacy,  rejection 
of  its  provisions  cannot  be  contemplated  unless  we 
put  forward  constructive  proposals,  satisfactory  to  both 
sides.  It  may  be  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  of  the 
three  pharmaceutical  representatives  on  the  Committee 
two  signed  the  report  (one,  of  course,  with  a  reserva- 
tion). An  admission  of  this  fact  will  in  no  way 
detract,  either  in  the  present  or  the  future,  from  the 
value  of  Mr.  Gamble's  minority  report.  Acceptance, 
with  the  widest  possible  amendment,  seems  the  wise  and 
statesmanlike  course  to  pursue.  In  conclusion,  the 
Council's  policy  of  secrecy  may  have  much  to  com- 
mend it,  but  one  cannot  help  feeling  that  the  individual 
would  be  much  happier  if  he  were  awar.e  of  what  steps 
the  Council  is  taking  to  ease  the  burdens  of  the  prac- 
tising pharmacist. 
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Cinchona  Tercentenary  Celebration 

I — Abstract  of  an  address  delivered  by  David  Hooper,  LL.D.,  Ph.C,  at  the  Wellcome 
Historical  Medical  Museum,  London,  W.l,  on  December  17 


IN  this  interesting  Exhibition,  brought  together  by 
Dr.  Wellcome,  there  are  numerous  samples  of  bark 
from  the  Nilgiri  Hills  in  South  India.  Without 
repeating  the  history  of  these  plants  and  their  transport 
from  South  America,  my  contribution  to  the  present  dis- 
cussion may  suitably  be  the  experiences  of  a  quinologist 
in  the  cinchona  plantations  in  the  Madras  Presidency. 
The  Nilgiris  form  a  plateau  7,000  ft.  high  with  wooded 
ravines,  soil  and  climate  corresponding  with  those  in  the 
bark  regions  of  South  America.  There  are  two  planta- 
tions, one  at  Dodabetta,  6,500  to  8,000  ft.,  and  the 
other  at  Naduvattam,  with  an  elevation  between  5,000 
and  6,000  ft. 

As  the  result  of  careful  cultivation,  two  species  pre- 
dominated, C.  officinalis  from  Loxa,  yielding  pale  or 
crown  bark,  and  C.  succirubra,  from  Ecuador,  yielding 
red  bark.  There  were  many  other  kinds,  which  differed 
from  one  another  in  botanical  characteristics,  habit  and 
vigour  of  growth,  and  composition  of  the  bark. 
It  soon  became  evident  that  a  resident  chemist 
was  necessary  to  analyse  the  barks  grown  under 
these  varying  conditions.  Mr.  John  Broughton, 
assistant  to  Dr.  Frankland  at  the  Royal  Insti- 
tution, was  appointed  quinologist  to  the  Madras 
Government  in  1866.  Mr.  C.  H.  Wood  was  later 
appointed  analytical  chemist  or  quinologist  to  the  cin- 
chona plantations  in  Bengal.  Many  experiments  were 
made  by  these  investigators,  and  the  results  of  their 
work  are  recorded  in  the  archives  of  the  Cinchona 
Department  in  the  India  Office.  Mr.  Broughton  mys- 
teriously disappeared  in  1874.  Unfortunately  Mr. 
Mclvor  died  two  years  afterwards.  This  was  at  the 
time  when  the  results  of  his  skilful  planting  were  coming 
into  bearipg,  and  when  East  Indian  cinchona  bark  was 
reaching  the  London  market  in  increasing  quantities  and 
commanded  high  prices.  Red  bark  was  selling  for  2S., 
and  crown  bark  for  3s.  per  lb.  In  order  to  meet  the 
demand,  the  harvesting  of  the  bark  on  the  Nilgiris  was 
carried  on  somewhat  recklessly  without  any  regard  to 
the  future  development  of  the  plantations.  The  Madras 
Government  became  anxious,  and  sought  the  advice  of 
Dr.  Henry  Trimen,  of  the  Botanical  Gardens,  Ceylon. 
Dr.  Trimen  visited  the  Nilgiris,  drew  up  a  report 
of  their  condition  and  reviewed  varieties  and  species  of 
cinchona  that  existed  on  the  estate.  He  recommended 
that  a  botanist  should  be  appointed  to  control  the  cuUi- 
vation,  and  that  he  should  be  assisted  by  a  chemist  to 
test  the  value  of  the  barks.  In  1883  Mr.  M.  A.  Lawson, 
Professor  of  Botany  at  Oxford,  was  appointed  director 
of  the  Nilgiri  plantations,  and  in  1884  I  was  appointed 
Government  quinologist.  Before  sailing  for  India  I  had 
the  advantage  of  going  to  the  Hague  to  learn  the  latest 
method  of  cinchona  analysis. 

The  Nilgiri  Plantations 

The  Nilgiri  plantations  in  1884  were  1,000  acres  in 
extent,  and  contained  over  1,000,000  trees,  chiefly 
officinalis  and  succirubra.  There  were  also  plants  of 
C.  calisaya  and  its  varieties,  C.  anglica,  C.  javanica,  C. 
pahudiana,  as  well  as  trees  yielding  Carthagena  bark, 
grey  bark,  corky  bark,  and  several  hybrids.  It  was 
soon  Feen  that  very  little  dependence  could  be  placed 
upon  the  appearance  of  a  tree  as  indicating  its  market 
value.  Barks  of  all  these  kinds  were  submitted  to 
analysis,  and  the  culture  of  trees  yielding  the  poorer 
kinds  was  neglected.  Experiments  were  made  on  the 
effect  of  sunlight  and  shade  on  the  bark,  and  on  the 
composition  of  the  bark  taken  from  the  root,  stem, 
branches  and  twigs.  The  methods  of  harvesting  the 
bark  were  examined  and  compared. 

The  cultivation  of  succirubra  bark  on  a  large  scale 
has  been  severely  criticised,  as  it  is  considered. worth- 
less; as  a  source  of  quinine.    It  contains,  however,  other 


alkaloids,  cinchonidine,  quinidine,  cinchonine,  etc.,  all 
of  which  are  valuable  remedies  for  malaria.  The  separa- 
tion of  the  total  alkaloids  on  a  manufacturing  scale  has 
been  effected  since,  and  is  still  a  commercial  article 
under  the  name  of  febrifuge  or  quinetum.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  in  recent  years  most  of  the  succiruba 
trees  have  been  uprooted  to  give  way  to  trees  yielding 
a  larger  percentage  of  quinine. 

Chemists  and  chemical  manufacturers  regard  all  cin- 
chona trees  as  quinine  trees,  and  cinchona  bark  as 
quinine  bark.  This  is  the  reason  why  the  Dutch  have 
made  such  a  success  of  their  plantations  by  concentra- 
tion on  the  growth  of  C.  Led'geriana .  In  1886  the 
amount  of  quinine  sulphate  obtained  in  Java-grown 
cinchona  bark  ranged  from  9.6  to  14  per  cent.  In  1887 
exports  of  bark  from  Java,  chiefly  of  this  species,  in- 
creased to  1,400  tons.  This  bark  does  not  grow  well 
at  the  elevated  sites  of  the  Government  plantations  on 
the  Nilgiris,  but  one  sample  of  Ledger  bark  yielded  as 
much  as  7.38  per  cent,  of  quinme  sulphate.  At  a  lower 
elevation,  in  the  South  Wynaad,  Ledger  bark  trees  in 
a  private  plantation  were  more  successful,  as  the  shav- 
ings of  a  tree  five  and  a  half  years  old  contained  11. 31 
per  cent,  of  quinine  sulphate.  If  the  Government  of 
Madras  could  have  obtained  land  forty  years  ago  in  this 
district  and  planted  it  with  C.  Ledgeriana,  it  would 
doubtless  have  been  a  profitable  investment.  To  grew 
a  tree  with  bark  ^delding  10  per  cent,  of  qumine  m 
place  of  the  officinalis  bark  con;;aining  between  4  and 
5  per  cent,  makes  all  the  difference  between  profit  and 
loss,  especially  when  the  value  of  the  unit  is  low. 

Indian  Factories 

The  next  problem  to  face  in  the  Nilgiris  in  1887  and 
1888  was  the  exploitation  of  officinalis  bark.  To  reduce 
the  price  of  quinine  for  general  use  in  India  it  was 
necessary  to  manufacture  it  in  the  country  rather  than 
send  the  bark  to  England  and  purchase  the  quinine  from 
home  manufacturers.  After  many  delays  and  difficul- 
ties, a  factory  was  erected  at  Naduvattam,  where  water 
power  could  be  obtained.  In  the  spring  of  1889  the 
first  batch  of  quinine  sulphate  was  made,  and  the  manu- 
facture has  continued  for  forty  years.  The  factory  in 
Mungpoo,  Bengal,  was  established  the  year  before.  But 
from  187 1  to  t886  the  Madras  Government  sent  to  Eng- 
land bark  to  the  extent  of  31  lakhs  of  rupees  (;^20o,ooo). 

In  the  early  'eighties  the  cultivation  of  bark  in  India 
was  very  remunerative.  In  addition  to  the  Madras  and 
Bengal  Government  plantations,  private  planters  in 
Southern  India  and  Ceylon  were  flooding  the  market  with 
cinchona  bark.  This  had  the  effect  of  bringing  down 
the  prices.  Cinchona  bark  is  sold  by  the  unit,  or  pence 
per  pound  of  bark  containing  i  per  cent,  of  qumine 
sulphate.  In  1885  the  price  of  bark  reached  7d.  a  unit; 
in  i8go  it  was  not  more  than  2d.  The  fall  in  the  price 
of  bark  had  the  effect  of  lowering  the  price  of  the  alka- 
loids, and  quinine  sulphate  was  sold  for  is.  per  oz.. 
whereas  in  1877  it  was  valued  at  i6s.  6d.  per  oz.  Soon 
after  1890  cinchona  cultivation  ceased  to  be  lucrative. 

Planting  and  experiments  should  not  be  carried  out  in 
a  haphazard  manner.  The  time  has  arrived  when  the 
whole  industry,  including  the  planting,  manufacture  and 
distribution,  should  be  brought  under  a  central  Govern- 
ment department,  adequately  financed  and  placed  under 
expert  control.  The  report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on 
Agriculture  in  India  (1928)  draws  attention  to  the  serious 
position  with  regard  to  our  cinchona  and  quinine  pro- 
duction, especially  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  area 
under  cultivation  and  to  the  low  production  consequent . 
upon  the  neglect  of  scientific  method.  It  is  a  matter 
of  urgency  that  there  should  be  complete  co-operation 
among  all  those  in  the  Empire  who  are  interested. 
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II — Quinine  Manufacture  in  Jersey 

Our  report  of  the  Cinchona  Tercentenary  Celebration 
and  Exhibition  at  the  Wellcorne  Historical  Medical 
Museum  (C.  D.,  December  13,  p.  741)  has  brought  us 
the  following  communication  from  Howards  &  Sons, 
Ltd.,  llford,  setting  forth  the  claim  of  Alexander  Low. 
a  medical  man  living  for  a  time  in  Jersey,  to  have 
been  the  first  maker  of  quinine  sulphate,  probably  in 
the  year  1820. 

In  about  18 16,  Alexander  Low  began  a  course  of 
medicine  under  Dr.  Laennec,  of  Paris.  He  was  the 
son  of  John  Low,  M.D.,  a  Scotsman,  who  had  come  to 
Jersey  as  M.O.  of  a  regiment  stationed  there  at  the  close 
of  the  eighteenth  century.  After  taking  his  diploma  in 
Paris,  Alexander  returned  to  St.  Aubin,  Jersey,  and, 
probably  in  1820,  commenced  the  manufacture  of 
quinine,  producing  a  white  sulphate  (which  had  not 
apparently  been  done  before).  This  he  sent  to  Calcutta, 
where  his  brother  James  was  employed  in  a  bank,  to  be 
disposed  of  locally.  It  is  not  clear  whether  James's 
return  owing  to  illness,  or  the  defection  of  Alexander's 
assistant,  brought  the  enterprise  to  an  untimely  end; 
but  the  former  certainly  came  home  after  a  short  time, 
and  the  latter  is  said  to  have  vanished  to  Paris. 


Alexander  Low  wrote  a  thesis  in  French  entitled  "  Le 
Quinquina,"  and  Messrs.  Howards  &  Sons  have  in  their 
possession  a  paper  entitled  "  Preparation  de  la 
Quinine,"  which,  though  not  signed  nor  dated,  can  confi- 
dently be  assigned  to  him.  The  method  described 
therein  is  practically  identical  with  that  set  forth  in 

England's  Workshops  1867  "  under  the  "  Chemical 
Workshops  "  section.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this 
paper  came  into  the  firm's  possession  through  Alexander 
Low's  great-granddaughter,  Mrs.  Hugh  Lloyd  Howard 
{nee  Marcella  le  Maistre,  of  St.  Aubin),  who  married  a 
great-great-grandson  of  Luke  Howard  (who  began  to 
manufacture  quinine  in  England  in  1823).  The  "  Pre- 
paration de  la  Quinine,"  of  which  Messrs.  Howards  have 
forwarded  us  a  transcription,  is  unfortunately  too  long 
for  extended  quotation.  Written  in  French,  with  a  list 
of  apparatus  and  chemicals  required,  it  describes  a  pro- 
cess occupying  four  days,  and  consisting  essentially  of 
treating  the  coarsely  powdered  cinchona  bark  with  ti 
dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  adding  slaked  lime,  mixing 
the  precipitate,  after  drying,  with  alcohol,  distilling  off 
the  'spirit,  dissolving  in  a  dilute  sulphuric  acid,  filtering 
through  ivory  black,  and  crystallising.

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Pharmacopoeia  Revision

mittee of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Commission  in  response  to  our  request.    An  eighth  instalment

The  first  report  of  the  Pharmacy  Subcommittee  to  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Commission  is  interesting,  for  it  gives 
some  indication  of  the  amount  of  work  and  the  pro- 
gress that  has  been  made  with  the  new  Pharmacopoeia 
during  the  twelve  months  they  have  been  sitting.  In- 
stinctively one  turns  to  the  corresponding  report  of 
the  Committee  of  Reference  in  Pharmacy  who  made 
recommendations  for  the  1914  B.P.  It  was  eight  years 
after  tliis  appeared  that  the  1914  B.P.  was  published. 
,  May  we  hope  that  nothing  approaching  this  period  will 
elapse  before  we  have  the  new  B.P.?  It  will  be  noticed, 
in  passing,  that  while  the  last  committee  referred  to 
itself  in  the  singular  the  present  uses  the  plural. 

AciDUM  C.^RBOLicuM  LioiiEFACTUM  has  always  been  a 
trial  to  the  dispenser  in  cold  weather,  and  when  the 
last  Committee  recommended  the  reduction  of  the  phenol 
from  91  per  cent,  to  80  per  cent.,  or  50  grains  per 
fluid  drachm,  twenty-four  years  ago,  the  B.P.  only 
reduced  it  to  87  per  cent.  The  recommendation  is 
again  made  in  the  same  terms.  May  we  hope  that  the 
same  recommendation  will  not  have  to  be  repeated 
several  times  before  a  usable  article  is  permitted  in  the 
B.P.? 

Alcohol. — The  application  of  the  name  "  alcohol  " 
to  spirit  of  other  strengths  than  that  of  s.v.r.  is  a  great 
departure  from  the  custom  of  the  past.  Would  it  not 
be  better  io  call  this  new  95  per  cent,  alcohol  "  Alcohol 
Forte  ' '  ?  (strong  alcohol) .  This  is  the  name  by  which 
it  is  known  in  technical  practice.  All  strengths  of 
alcohol  would  then  be  described  by  the  word  ' '  alcohol  ' ' 
coupled  with  the  words  indicating  the  strength.  Thus 
wc  should  have  alcohol  absolutum,  alcohol  forte,  alcohol 
(90  per  cent.),  and  so  on. 

ExTRACTA  Aloes,  Cascar.^;  Sagrad^,  etc. — The 
employment  of  reduced  pressure  for  the  evaporation  of 
these  emodin-containing  drugs  is  a  progressive  step,  but 
we  look  for  some  definition  of  the  amount  of  reduction 
of  atmospheric  pressure  that  is  required. 

ExTR actum  Cinchona  and  other  alkaloidal  extracts. 
— The  limit  of  error  allowed  in  e.xt.  cinchonae  is  5  per 
cent.  (10  per  cent,  in  the  others).  The  present  B.P. 
allows  4  per  cent,  error  in  the  case  of  ext.  cinchonas  liq. 
and  5  per  cent,  in  practically  all  the  others.  With 
improved  technique  would  it  not  be  possible  to  allow 
a  tolerance  of  5  per  cent,  in  every  case?  The  expres- 
sion of  the  strength  of  these  is  made  in  a  clumsy 
manner.  The  official  medicine  book  is  not  the  place 
for  technical  shorthand.  Instead  of  stating  that  100 
grams  contains  10  grams  +0.5  of  alkaloids,  it  should 
be  expressed  as  in  the  present  B.P.  or  as  "  10  grams 
(4-or  —0.5  gram)  of  the  alkaloids." 

ExTRACTUM  FiLicis  LiQUiDUM. — The  raising  of  the 
filicin  content  to  24  per  cent,  will  not  create  any  diffi- 
culty with  the  present  supplies  of  good  extract,  pro- 
vided that  this  means  the  "  crude  filicin  "  obtained  by 
the  present  process  of  assay. 

ExTRACTUM  Malti. — The  description  should  include 
"  Hordeum  distichon  and  other  species  of  Hovdeum." 
There  are  others  than  the  two-rowed  barleys  cultivated 
in  this  country  and  used  for  malting,  and  additional 
allowance  must  be  made  for  supplies  in  other  parts  of 
the  Empire.  In  fixing  the  various  standards  due  regard 
must  be  paid  to  the  standards  and  tests  for  specific 
gravity,  protein  content  and  diastatic  value,  which  are 
the  official  tests  adopted  for  the  National  Mark  stan- 
dard . 

ExTRACTUM  Malti  cum  Oleo  Morrhu.^:. — The  formula 
mixture  containing  10  per  cent,  of 


oil  by  weight,  which  is  practically  15  per  cent,  by 
volume,  owing  to  the  difference  in  specific  gravity  of  the 
two  constituents.  It  would  remove  any  ambiguity  if 
the  formula  were  deleted  and  the  preparation  described 
as  "a  mixture  of  extract  of  malt  and  cod-liver  oil 
containing  15  per  cent,  ol  its  volume  of  the  latter." 
This  would  then  be  identical  with  the  strength  now 
usually  sold,  as  well  as  with  the  B.P.C.  preparation. 

Concentrated  Infusions. — The  adoption  of  a  series 
of  concentrated  infusions  is  long  overdue,  and  they 
will  certainly  not  meet  with  the  fate  of  the  liquores 
concentrati  of  the  B.P.,  1898.  The  statement  that 
these  preparations  are  approximately  "  equivalent  in 
strength  but  not  flavour  "  is  somewhat  ambiguous  in 
the  case  of  aromatic  infusions.  It  would  be  more 
correct  to  say,  "it  is  prepared  with  the  same  propor- 
tion of  drug,  but  it  has  not  the  same  flavour  as  the 
fresh  infusion  ..."  in  every  case. 

Linimentum  Camphor-^e. — The  use  of  cottonseed  oil 
in  place  of  olive  oil  in  lin.  camph.  follows  the  prac- 
tice of  the  U.S. P.,  but  for  uniformity  the  particular 
variety  of  cottonseed  oil  should  be  specified  together 
with  its  constants,  as  there  are  at  least  half  a  dozen 
recognised  varieties  in  trade. 

Trochisci  Phenolis. — The  formula  has  been  modi- 
fied from  that  of  troch.  acid,  carbol.  of  the  present 
B.P.  by  the  use  of  a  solution  of  citric  acid  in  place 
of  lemon  juice  and  the  colouring  of  the  lozenge  pink 
with  carmine.  As  these  lozenges  quickly  lose  their 
phenol  on  storage  and  frequently  become  coated  with 
plienol  crystals,  they  might  have  been  replaced  by 
some  other  antiseptic  lozenge. 

Mistura  Magnesii  Hydroxidi. — Care  will  have  to  be 
taken  to  distinguish  this  from  the  solution  of  magne- 
sium ammonio-sulphate  in  the  appendix,  which  is  always 
called  "  magnesia  mixture."  Would  it  not  be  better 
to  call  this  new  preparation  ' '  Lac  Magnesia^  "  ? 

Oxymel  Scill^  and  Acetum  Scill.e. — The  strength 
of  the  acetum  will  be  reduced  from  about  i  in  4  to 
I  in  10,  and  this  necessitates  the  preparation  of  a 
special  acetum  of  a  strength  of  i  in  6  for  preparation 
of  the  oxymel.  This  is  what  the  1914  B.P.  avoided. 
The  dilution  of  the  liquor,  obtained  by  maceration  and 
expression,  to  a  specified  volume  with  water  is  opposed 
to  all  the  principles  of  pharmac}^  and  a  retrograde 
step  in  standardisation.  The  strong  acetum  should, 
therefore,  be  standardised  by  its  acidity  and  specific 
gravity,  so  that  we  know  at  least  that  it  contains  the 
correct  amount  of  the  extractive  of  squill  ever  if  there 
is  no  biological  assay.  The  boiling  of  the  acetum  is 
sai-d  not  to  affect  the  activity  of  the  preparation.  What 
change,  therefore,  takes  place,  in  the  glucosides,  to 
account  for  the  optical  rotation  changing  from  about 
-10"  to  -21°  by  boiling?  Such  a  change  occurs  on  keep- 
ing for  a  long  time,  boiling  for  a  short  time,  or  boiling 
for  a  few  minutes  with  hydrochloric  acid.  All  this 
points  to  hydrolysis,  and  we  should  like  more  assurance 
that  the  activity  is  not  interfered  with  by  this 
treatment. 

Emplastrum  Cantharidis. — It  is  neither  necessary 
nor  desirable  to  employ  a  sand  bath  to  melt  a  mixture 
ol  beeswax  and  wool  fat.  A  water  bath  would  be 
better  and  should  be  used,  and  a  caution  might  be 
inserted  regarding  the  inflammability  of  acetone.  It 
is  poor  manipulation  to  attempt  the  evaporation  of 
acetone  in  the  neighbourhood  of  a  gas  flame 

PuLvis  Rhei  Compositus. — The  substitution  of  mag- 
nesium oxide  by  magnesium  carbonate  will  reduce  the 
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MgO  content  from  66  per  cent,  to  37  per  cent.  This 
will  remove  the  terrors  this  preparation  had  for  the 
pharmacist  by  reason  of  its  absorption  of  carbon 
dioxide  on  storage.  It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  no 
serious  objection  raised  to  the  disengagement  of  carbon 
dioxide  in  the  stomach. 

Liquor  Ammonii  Acetatis  Concentratus. — The  in- 
troduction of  this  concentrated  solution,  from  whicli 
ordinary  liquor  can  be  prepared  by  simple  dilution, 
will  be  hailed  with  satisfaction,  especially  as  one  of 
the  newer  indicators  is  introduced,  which  will  remove 
that  uncertainty  of  neutrality  in  the  past.  It  would 
be  better  if,  instead  of  drops  being  specified  for  the 
test,  millilitres  were  used,  or  the  ordinary  liquor 
chosen . 

Liquor  Calcis. — The  change  of  the  name  to  Liquor 
Calcii  Hydroxidi  seems  unnecessary,  especially  when 
an  official  abbreviation  will  have  to  be  introduced 
(because  the  name  will  be  unwieldy).  The  strength 
remains  practically  the  same,  but  is  to  be  calculated 
as  Ca(OH),  instead  of  CaO;  thus  instead  of  o.i  per  cent, 
it  is  to  be  0.15  per  cent,  of  Ca(OH),. 

Liquor  Iodi  (Fortis,  Mitis  and  Simplex). — Is  it 
necessary  to  have  these  three  solutions  of  iodine  (and 
two  of  them  containing  the  same  proportion  of  iodine)  ? 
The  choice  of  "  simplex  "  as  a  descriptive  name  is  not 
fortunate.  Would  it  not  be  better  to  call  it  "  Liquor 
Iodi  Alcoholicus,"  or  "  Liquor  Iodi  Alcoholicus 
Fortis  "?  What  does  one  require  if  simple  tincture  of 
iodine  is  ordered  ? 

Spiritus  Menth.?;  Piperita.  —  The  return  of  the 
title  "  essence  "  to  the  B.P.  after  such  a  long  absence 
is  welcomed.  This  will  provide  a  standard  both  for 
this  preparation  and  for  essence  of  ginger,  and  possibly 
others. 

Ointments. — In  Unguentum  Simplex  we  recognise 
our  war-time  lard  substitute,  the  "  W.E.F."  ointment 
base.  Its  use,  in  place  of  lard,  in  the  five  ointments 
named  will  enhance  the  keeping  properties  of  these. 
One  would  have  thought  that  adeps  lanae  in  place  of 
lard  would  have  been  more  suitable  and  would  have 
more  effectively  prevented  the  crystallisation  of  phenol 
which  has  occurred  in  ung.  acid,  carbol.  in  the  past. 
The  use  of  the  name  "  phenol  "  is  more  in  accord- 
ance with   scientific  nomenclature. 

Syrupus  Ferri  Iodidi. — The  prior  preparation  of  a 
liq.  ferri  iodid.  cone  pro  syrupo  and  the  dilution  of 
this  with  seven  volumes  of  syrup  is  a  great  convenience, 
since  it  gives  official  sanction  to  the  use  of  this  liquor 
and  makes  the  syrup  prepared  from  this  and  that 
directly  identical.  The  use  of  hypophosphorous 
acid  is,  however,  not  necessary  to  preserve  this  syrup. 
If  kept  in  bright  light  no  liberation  of  iodine  occurs, 
and  even  discoloured  syrup  will  become  colourless  if 
expojied  to  light.  It  is  contended  by  some  that  the 
therapeutic  efficiency  of  this  syrup  is  due  to  the  ease 
with  which  it  liberates  its  iodine,  and  this  is  defeated 
if  sucii  a  powerful  reducing  agent  as  hypophosphorous 
acid  is  added.  As,  however,  the  lay  public  keeps  its 
medicines  in  cupboards,  the  preserving  action  of  the 
hypophosphorous  acid  will  be  a  great  advantage  to  all. 

Syrupus  Ferri  Phosphatis  Compositus. — A  standard 
formula  for  this  old  and  well-known  remedy  would  be 
a  welcome  addition  to  the  Pharmacopoeia,  but  one 
questions  the  advisability  of  the  suggested  formula. 
Like  all  other  solutions  of  ferrous  phosphate,  oxidation 
of  the  iron  will  take  place  and  fix  the  excess  of  free 
acid.  Precipitation  of  the  calcium  and  the  ferric  iron 
then  occurs,  resulting  in  a  very  unsightly  preparation. 
A  syrup  that  is  palatable,  has  reasonable  keeping  pro- 
perties and  contains  medicinal  doses  of  iron  and  calcium 
would  be  appreciated. 

Syrupus  Limonis. — The  use  of  citric  acitl  as  .1  sub- 
stitute for  lemon  juice  is  a  doubtful  procedure,  seeing 
that  lemon  juice  is  such  a  potential  source  of  vitamin 
C,  for  the  administration  of  which  the  syrup  is  now 
sometimes  prescribed.  There  are  other  and  important 
constituents  of  lemon  juice  which  would  be  wanting  in 
this  preparation.  Its  name  should  certainly  be 
"  syrupus  limonis  corticis  "  to  distinguish  this  concoc- 
tion from  n  real  svrup  of  lemon. 

Syrupus  Tolutanus. — The  error  that  occurred  in  the 
quantity  of  water  in  the  old  formula  is  now  rectified. 


Syrupus  Cardamomi  Compositus.  —  The  return  to 
alcohol  of  Oo-per-cent.  strength  in  this  preparation  will 
eliminate  the  unsightly  precipitation  that  always 
occurred  in  this  tincture  when  the  alcohol  was  reduced 
to  45  per  cent.  One  would  like  to  have  seen  some 
attempt  at  standardising  the  colour  of  this  tincture, 
as,  for  example,  comparison  with  a  standard  solution 
of  ferric  thiocvanate  as  suggested  by  the  writer  twelve 
months  ago  (C.  cS"  D.,  1929,  II,  591). 

Tinctura  Cinchonas;. — The  preparation  of  hoih  this 
and  the  compound  tincture  from  a  standardised  extract 
will  save  the  multiplicity  of  assay  processes  now  neces- 
sary, a  distinct  saving  of  cost. 

Tinctura  Hygscyami. — The  preparation  of  an  alka- 
loid-standardised tincture  is  desirable  from  one  point 
of  view;  but  as  this  tincture  is  prescribed  as  a  diuretic 
and  not  for  its  alkaloids,  the  question  becomes  a  medi- 
cal one.  Again,  a  tincture  prepared  from  a  concen- 
trated extract  lacks  the  fine  aroma  of  a  tincture  pre- 
pared bv  direct  percolation  without  evaporation. 

Tinctura  Quinin.e  Ammoniata. — No  alteration  of 
the  proportion  of  quinine  is  made,  but  by  making  up 
to  a  definite  volume  the  percentage  of  quinine  becomes 
standard. 

Waters. — The  waters  suffer  from  the  multiplicity  of 
alternative  processes  allowed.  No  one  doubts  the 
superiority  of  distilled  aromatic  waters,  and  no  one 
would  find  any  objection  to  the  use  of  the  title  "  aqua 
destillata  "  to  designate  them,  but  is  it  necessary  to 
have  six  alternative  methods  of  preparation?  The  pre- 
sent method  of  shaking  with  an  inert  distributing  agent 
would  be  quite  ample  without  introducing  such  as 
paper  pulp,  talc  etc.  The  official  sanction  of  con- 
centrated waters  is  long  overdue,  since  their  use  has 
become  almost  traditional.

Pharmaceutical  Society 

of  Great  Britain 
Special  Council  Meeting 

The  Council  held  a  special  meeting  on  December  17,  to 
consider  further  their  proposed  amendments  to  the  draft 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill. 

The  President  referred  to  the  introduction  of  the  Bill 
into  the  House  of  Lords  [see  p.  765].  He  had  not  heard 
of  the  proposal  until  Friday  [December  12],  and 
had  then  taken  the  matter  up  with  the  Privy  Council 
and  the  Home  Office.  As  a  result  he  was  satisfied  that 
the  first  reading  had  been  put  forward  on  account  of 
the  lack  of  business  in  the  Lords.  He  was  satisfied 
with  the  assurance  he  had  received  that  the  Society's 
amendments  would  be  considered  by  the  Government  at 
an  early  stage  in  the  progress  of  the  Bill,  probably 
before  it  reached  Committee  in  the  House  of  Lords. 

The  Council  had  before  them  a  copy  of  the  Bill  re- 
drafted in  accordance  with  their  previous  decisions  and 
incorporating  the  points  upon  which  agreement  was 
reached  at  the  conference  held  at  the  Hdlborn  Restau- 
rant on  November  14.  The  Bill,  after  further  amend- 
ment, was  approved  by  the  Council.  The  secretary  was 
instructed  to  circulate  the  Bill  to  the  organisations  re- 
presented at  the  conference  for  their  observations, 
and  to  the  branches  and  the  delegates  appointed  for  the 
meeting  to  be  held  on  January  28,  1931.

Coupon  trading. — Dubarry  et  Cie,  81  Brompton  Road, 
London,  S.W.3,  elsewhere  in  this  issue  make  an 
important  announcement  regarding  the  termination  of 
their  contracts  with  cigarette  manufacturers.  Writing 
on  this  subject,  the  company  state:  "  It  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  those  manufacturers  who  were 
favourably  disposed  in  the  first  place  to  coupon  trading 
Were  of  the  opinion  that  the  coupon  system  would 
enable  them  to  supply  goods  to  a  class  of  the  population 
who  would  not  purchase  them  in  any  other  way,  and  for 
this  reason,  coupon  trading  would  not  affect  the  volume 
of  business  passing  through  the  ordinary  retail  channels. 
It  was  considered  to  be  an  entirely  fresh  outlet  for 
goods,  and  the  policy  was  initiated  at  a  time  when 
manufacturers  were  making  great  efforts  to  increase  the 
demand  in  order  to  reduce  unemploj-ment.  It  was  not 
anticipated  that  the  coupon  trading  would  reach  its 
present  dimensions,  and  manufacturers'  goodwill  to  the 
retail  traders  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  all  the  im- 
portant manufacturers  of  branded  goods  are  withdrawing 
their  support  from  coupon  schemes  as  soon  as  evidence 
was  forthcoming  that  such  schemes  might  ultimately 
become  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  general  body 
of  traders."

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Observations  and  Reflections

Some  Chemists 

apparently  do  mind  what  happens,  and  it 
is  encouraging  to  find  one  batch  of  C.  cS-  D.  readers 
after  another  express  their  views  upon  the  draft  Phar- 
macy and  Poisons  Bill  in  no  uncertain  terms.  Last 
week  your  correspondence  columns  contained  letters 
which  were  couched  in  decidedly  vigorous  language, 
and  one  would  like  to  think  that  those  appointed  to 
attend  the  next  meeting  of  delegates  may  speak  with 
equal  directness  and  not  submit  to  being  fobbed  off 
with  the  usual  banalities.  Looking  through  reports 
of  recent  meetings  of  local  associations  and  branches 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  one  cannot  help  being 
struck  by  the  frequent  repetition  of  the  old  gags 
to  the  effect  that  the  Council  has  the  matter  well  in 
hand,  or  the  position  is  being  closely  watched  by  the 
Couftcil,  or  the  Council  has  settled  down  to  an  enor- 
mous amount  of  hard  work  in  considering  proposed 
amendments  to  the  draft  Bill.  This  sort  of  talk  may 
be  all  very  well  for  after-dinner  consumption  on 
occasions  when  serious  speeches  are  the  last  thing  most 
people  wish  to  listen  to,  but  we  are  entitled  to  some- 
thing more  substantial  at  business  meetings  of  chemists 
and  druggists,  and  particularly  at  meetings  of  dele- 
gates upon  whose  votes  may  depend  so  much.  Mean- 
time I  am  pleased  to  observe  how  your  readers  are 
waking  up,  and  I  trust  the  efforts  you  have  made 
to  arouse  interest  in  the  decidedly  critical  position 
in  which  we  are  placed  will  ultimately  stir  to  action 
all  those  in  pharmacy  whose  views  receive  attention 
when  adequately  expressed.  Not  that  we  should  rely 
unduly  upon  veterans  for  such  expression  of  views. 
Younger  men  in  pharmacy  are  likely  to  feel  the 
increase  in  our  burdens,  if  the  draft  Bill  becomes  law, 
more  than  the  rest  of  us,  and  I  should  welcome  their 
comments  and  inquiries.  But  both  old  and  young 
are  concerned  with  the  drastic  proposals  that  may 
soon  come  before  Parliament,  and  we  ought  all  to  be 
prepared  to  oppose  the  imposition  upon  pharmacy  of 
fresh  burdens  for  which  there  is  insufficient  justifica- 
tion. 

Mr.  William  Bennett,  M.P., 

spoke  in  most  interesting  fashion 
at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  South-West  London 
Chemists'  Association  {C.  6^  D.,  December  13,  p.  745), 
and  I  should  imagine  his  audience  thoroughly  enjoyed 
his  discourse.  But  I  am  wondering  whether  his 
markedly  philosophic  spirit  is  just  what  is  required 
to  serve  our  needs  when  the  draft  Bill  is  introduced 
into  Parliament.  It  may  be  that  the  democratic 
machine  is  something  in  which  one  may  have  the 
most  complete  faith,  but  what  we  should  like  to  know 
is  how  the  working  of  the  machine  is  going  to  affect 
pharmaceutical  development.  If  competition  is  to  be 
abolished  generally,  may  we  assume  that  this  will  result 
in  restriction  to  pharmacists  of  the  supply  of  all  drugs 
and  medicaments,  and  that  our  business  will  be  included 
in  the  category  of  sheltered  trades  or  occupations? 
One  feels  sceptical  about  competition  being  as  dead 
as  the  dodo,  and  even  about  the  continuity  of  price 
protection  as  applied  to  proprietary  articles.  Chemists 
and  druggists  may  nowadays  be  less  disposed  to  fight 
each  other  than  used  to  be  the  case,  but  what  about 
external  competition  by  grocers,  herbalists  and  co- 
operative societies?  Candidly,  I  feel  that  Mr.  Bennett's 
exposition  of  his  views  on  many  points  is  calculated 
to  leave  chemists  and  druggists  wondering  what  exactly 
may  be  his  attitude  towards  their  demands  for  reform. 
Is  he  in  favour  of  free  trade  or  protection  in  the  retail 
drug  trade?  That  is  what  we  should  like  to  know, 
and  whether  the  working  of  the  democratic  machine 
will,  in  his  opinion,  improve  the  position  of  the  chemist 
and  druggist  as  an  individual  or  not. 


Unpleasant  Odours, 

according  to  Mr.  Redgrove,  may  develop 
a  pleasing  Jragrance  when  sufficiently  diluted  (p.  75.()- 
The  converse  of  this  is,  of  course,  well  known,  namely, 
that  pleasantly  fragrant  dilutions  of  natural  perfumes 
such  as  musk,  sandalwood,  etc.,  tend  to  become 
unpleasant  as  they  become  more  concentrated. 
In  the  case  of  mixed  perfumes  containing  one 
of  these  powerful  odours,  gradual  volatilisation 
of  the  more  delicate  constituents^  and  of  the 
solvent  tends  to  leave  smells  that  repel  rather  than 
attract.  As  regards  the  odour  of  human  perspiration, 
this  is  better  overcorhe  by  oxidation  than  by  cover- 
ing with  strong  perfumes.  Application  of  hydrogen 
peroxide  seems  to  give  a  natural  violet-like  fragrance 
to  the  exudation  from  the  human  skin.  Years  .igo 
a  pharmacist  friend  told  me  how  he  had  been  able 
to  render  existence  endurable  in  a  house  where  a 
person  had  died  of  cancer  and  a  foul  odour  permeated 
the  premises.  It  occurred  to  him  to  try  the  effect 
of  spraying  the  air  freely  with  terebene.  and  this 
proved  quite  successful,  the  unpleasant  odour  being 
converted  into  a  violet-like  fragrance  as  in  the  case 
of  skin  exudations  treated  with  hydrogen  peroxide. 
There  have  been  other  instances  in  my  experience  of 
waste  products  conveying  an  impression  of  violet  per- 
fume in  certain  circumstances,  and  I  have  therefore 
felt  disposed  to  regard  this  violet  odour  as  one  that 
is  natural  in  the  case  of  human  beings.  '  •■ 

John  Ray, 

botanist  and  naturalist,  has  been  mentioned 
from  time  to  time  in  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist as  one  of  the  outstanding  figures  of  botanical 
history.  Readers  who  have  an  hour  to  spare  may  with 
profit  dip  into  "  Further  Correspondence  of  John  Ray," 
edited  for  the  Ray  Society  by  Dr.  R.  W.  T.  Gunther. 
In  the  course  of  his  long  life  Ray  wrote  hundreds  of 
letters,  the  scientific  interest  of  many  of  which  is  still 
considerable.  Pharmacists,  in  particular,  will  find  men- 
tion of  facts  throwing  side-lights  on  the  sciences  with 
which  they  are  concerned.  Thus,  the  author  informs 
a  friend  in  165S  that  he  and  a  Mr.  Pockley  "  thought 
to  have  sent  to  you  to  procure  an  iron  retort,  like 
to  Glauber's  in  the  second  part  of  his  Philosophical 
Furnaces  .  .  .  for  many  operations;  "  and  in  1691  he 
confesses  his  inability  fully  to  answer  a  query 
as  to  the  perfumes  used  for  gloves,  though  he 
gives  a  list  of  "  several  sorts  of  Aromatic  oils  "  and 
other  products  on  the  authority  of  a  Dr.  Robinson, 
who,  like  Ray,  was  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society. 

Cinchona 

appears,  naturally,  in  the  correspondence  of 
so  widely  read  a  scientist:  but  when  questioned 
in  1661  on  its  medicinal  value,  he  declined  to  commit 
himself.  He  wrote: — "  Truly  I  am  not  competent  to 
give  you  advice,  as  having  never  made  or  had  any 
experiment  of  it  myselfe.  I  have  indeed  read  and  heard 
often  of  it  .  .  .  your  friends  here,  to  whom  I  com- 
municated this  your  purpose,  dehort  you  from  the  use 
of  so  slippery  and  ambiguous  a  medicine,  unless  your- 
self hath  better  experience  of  it  than  we."  The  naz-.es 
of  Mr.  White,  "  the  chymist  in  Holywell  in  Oxford," 
and  Mr.  Faye.  an  apothecary,  "  neere  the  Conduit  ia 
Fleet  Street,  London,"  are  of  interest,  though  they 
occur  only  in  the  addresses  of  letters.  The  assistance 
of  Dr.  G.  Claridge  Druce  in  identifying  plants  men- 
tioned under  obsolete  names  is  acknowledged.

Editorial  Articles 

The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary,"  1931 

The  sixty- third  issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
Diary,  which  will  be  in  the  hands  of  our  subscribers 
in  the  course  of  a  few  days,  is  more  noteworthy  than 
any  of  its  predecessors.  As  most  of  the  recipients 
of  the  Diary  are  aware,  we  invariably  deal  with  some 
subject  of  special  interest  to  the  trade  at  greater 
length  than  is  possible  in  any  weekly  issue  of  the 
C.  &■  D.    The  193 1  edition  is  no  exception  in  this 
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respect,  as  we  have  given  under  the  title  of  "  AppHed 
Pharmaceutics  "     a     review     of  pharmaceutical 
machinery,   a  treatise  which  will 
The  appeal  to  everyone  connected  with 

Manufacturing  the  drug  trade.  Visits  to  works  are 
Side  of  becoming  increasingly  popular,  but 

Pharmacy  it  is  impossible  for  either  chemists, 

assistants  or  apprentices  to  reap 
full  benefit  from  the  facilities  available,  to  appreciate 
difficulties  which  have  been  overcome  to  make  manu- 
facturing look  so  simple  an  operation,  nor  is  the  visit 
so  interesting  as  it  might  be,  if,  in  the  first  place, 
the  visitors  have  not  at  least  an  elementary  know- 
ledge of  the  machinery  involved  in  large-scale  pro- 
duction. "  Applied  Pharmaceutics  "  will  therefore 
be  read  with  more  than  ordinary  interest  by  our 
subscribers  connected  with  the  retail  side  of  phar- 
macy, while  those  actively  concerned  with  manu- 
facturing operations  will  find  described  numerous 
examples  of  the  latest  types  of  apparatus.  A  feature 
of  this  article  is  the  illustrations,  which  greatly  out- 
number those  in  any  previous  Diary.  Mention  of 
former  volumes  reminds  us  that  formulas  for 
"  known,  admitted  and  approved  "  remedies  now 
belong  to  the  past,  the  recent  ruling  of  the  Board 
of  Customs  and  Excise  (C.  D.,  1930,  I,  300)  having 
rendered  such  registration  inoperative.  The  Diary 
was,  of  course,  one  of  the  first  works  of  reference 
recognised  by  the  Board  for  such  medicines,  and 
between  the  1904  and  the  1930  (inclusive)  editions 
approximately  7,000  formulas  have 
"  Known  been    registered;    of    these,  cough 

Admitted  and  mixtures,  children's  cough  mix- 
Approved  "  tures,  cold  and  influenza  mixtures. 
Remedies  digestive   remedies,  diarrhoea  mix- 

tures, neuralgia  mixtures,  and  pill 
recipes  run  into  hundreds,  while  many  other  titles 
have  each  easily  contributed  a  "  century."  Fortu- 
nately, it  has  not  been  necessary  to  omit  a  formulary 
section  altogether,  as  under  "  American  Formulas  " 
we  give  a  selection  from  ' '  The  Pharmaceutical 
Recipe  Book  "  (of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association)  of  formulas  for  non-official  preparations 
that  are  in  fairly  common  demand  in  the  United 
States.  The  recipes  include  pharmaceutical, 
veterinary  and  toilet  preparations,  and  such  mis- 
cellaneous ones  as  fly  exterminators  and  laundry 
accessories.  The  present  position  in  regard  to 
"  known,  admitted  and  approved  "  remedies  and 
dutiable  medicines  is  summarised  in  the  notes  on 
the  Medicine  Stamp  Acts.  Another  original  article 
we  have  included  in  the  new  Diary  is  primarily  one 
intended  for  chemists  who  undertake  optical  work, 
as  "  The  Optician's  Workshop  "  deals  with  the 
apparatus  required  in  the  dispensing  of  optical  pre- 
scriptions and  its  arrangement  on  the  bench.  So 
extensive  are  the  ramifications  of  the  business  in 
drugs  and  chemicals  that  the  members  of  it  are 
hemmed  in  more  than  any  other  section  of  the  com- 
munity by  well-meant  (but  often  misdirected)  legis- 
lation. Through  the  medium  of  the  Diary  we 
render  it  unnecessary  for  sub- 
Forensic  scribers  to  acquire  the  encyclopaedic 

Pharmacy  knowledge  so  essential  in  order  to 

avoid  the  multitudinous  pitfalls 
which  beset  them  in  the  ordinary  course  of  trading, 
and  for  the  forthcoming  issue  we  have  dealt  with 
National  Health  Insurance;  the  Food  and  Drugs 
(Adulteration)  Act,   1928;  Spirit  Laws  and  Regula- 


tions; and  Patent,  Designs  and  Trade  Marks. 
In  addition,  there  are  the  usual  valuable  sum- 
maries on  Statutory  Restrictions  on  the  Sale 
of  Poisons;  Income  Tax;  Excise  Duties;  Import 
Duties;  Stamp  Duties;  Table-Waters  Duties.  As  a 
directory  of  the  drug  trade  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  Diary  is  unique,  since,  apart  from  the  con- 
tents already  mentioned,  the  literary  pages  also  con- 
tain a  list  of  the  various  Drug-Trade  Organisations, 
together  with  their  branches  and  the  names  and 

addresses  of  the  local  secretaries;

Bulgarian  Rose  Conference 

The  rose  conference  which  took  place  on  November  16 
in  Ivarlowo,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  Industry  of  Plovdiv,  was  welcomed  by  all 
interested  in  rose  cultivation  and  the  rose  industry,  and 
was  attended  by  almost  all  otto  of  rose  distillers,  the 
co-operative  societies  connected  with  the  industry,  and 
many  officials.  Two- papers  were  read:  one  by  the 
director  of  the  District  Agricultural  Office  of  Plovdiv, 
which  dealt  with  rose  cultivation  in  Bulgaria  in  the  past 
and  at  the  present,  its  decline  during  the  years  1919  to 
1923,  and  its  present  development.  The  way  to  improve 
rose  cultivation  and  the  measures  to  be  taken  against 
diseases  and  pests,  were  dealt  with,  and  useful  recom- 
mendations to  the  cultivators  on  how  to  work  their  rose 
gardens  to  increase  the  yield  per  dekar  were  made.  The 
second  lecturer  was  the  manager  of  the  industrial  section 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Plovdiv,  who  dealt  with 
the  commerce  of  otto  of  rose  in  the  post-war  period  in 
comparison  to  the  pre-war  years  from  191 1.  Statistics 
and  diagrams  demonstrated  that  when  the  price  of  lose 
flowers,  and  consequently  the  price  of  otto  of  rose  is 
high,  a  less  quantity  is  exported.  After  these  lectures 
a  discussion  took  place,  and  the  following  opinions  were 
deduced :  that  the  co-operatives  insist  that  rose  distilla- 
tion should  be  carried  on  on  a  co-operative  basis,  and, 
that  all  the  ofiicials  who  were  present,  and  the  rosa 
distillers  also  concurred  in  the  opinion  that  the  decHna 
in  exports  of  otto  of  rose  depends  especially  on  the  high 
price  of  rose  flowers  this  year.  The  conference  ended 
without  adopting  a  resolution.

The  Annual  Dinner 


THE  annual  dinner  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland,  held  at  the  Gresham  Hotel,  O'Con- 
nell  Street,  Dublin,  on  December  9,  was  a 
brilliant  success.  Mr.  Denis  J.  Nugent,  president, 
occupied  the  chair  and  the  attendance  numbered  nearly 
250.  A  most  enjoyable  musical  programme  was  per- 
formed during  the  dinner  by  the  Gresham  Trio,  consist- 
ing of  Miss  Bessie  O'Hart  Bourke  (violin).  Miss  Dorothy 
Stokes  (piano),  and  Miss  Gretta  Smith  ('cello).  After 
dmner  vocal  items  were  charmingly  rendered  bv 
Madame  Florrie  Hewson,  wife  of  Mr.  G.  C.  Hewson, 
M.P.S.I.,  Mr.  Joseph  O'Reilly,  M.P.S.I.,  Mr.  Joseph  A. 
Walsh.  M.P.S.I..  Mr.  Wm.  Lemass,.  and  Mr.  A.  F. 
Roche,  .M.P.S.I.  Madame  Lucy  Lemass  played  the 
accompaniments. 

"  Our  Country  " 

After  dinner.  Mr.  Michael  J.  Kieran,  M.C.P.S.I., 
proposed  the  toast  of  "  Our  Country,"  and  in  doing 
so  said:  "  I  am  honoured  by  being  asked  by  my  col- 
leagues to  propose  the  toast  of  '  Our  Country,'  and  in 
doing  so  I  wish  to  include  every  rood  of  it  and,  every 
inhabitant  of  it.  from  Benmore  Head  and  the  Giant's 
Causewa}'  to  Mizen  Head.  Here  at  least  we  Irish- 
men North  and  South  have  a  common  bond,  some- 
thing we  all  lovC:  something  we  all  cherish  with  equal 
fervour.  .  .  .  We  hope  and 
believe  we  are  only  in  the  in- 
fancy of  our  industrial  effort. 
Let  Ireland's  sons,  North  and 
South,  go  hand  in  hand  in 
that  development.  It  is  func- 
tions like  this  that  will  foster 
that  brother  love  and  love  of 
country  not  only  amongst 
members  of  our  own  profes- 
sion, but  amongst  all  true 
Irishmen.  I  will  conclude  with 
a  wish,  and  it  is  that  the  bond 
of  love  and  brotherhood  which 
binds  all  true  Irishmen  may 
always  be  as  great  as  the  bond 
which  binds  them  to  their 
motherland."  (Applause.) 
Mr.  Ernest  Bl3'the,  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Executive  Council 
of  Saorstat  Eireann  and  Minis- 
ter for  Finance,  in  responding, 
asked  what  body  of  people 
could  drink  the  health  of  the  country  more  rightly  than 
the  pharmaceutical  chemists?  (Laughter.)  It  is  really 
on  them  that  the  health  of  the  country  depends.  Con- 
tinuing, he  said:  "  I  had  a  friend  who  was  appren- 
ticed to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  I  remember 
that  he  told  me  that  were  it  not  for  the  way  in 
which  the  pharmaceutical  chemists  corrected  the  mis- 
takes of  the  doctors,  millions  of  people  would  be 
poisoned.  (Laughter.)  He  pointed  out  that  the 
doctors  were  hurried,  that  they  simply  put  down  in 
not  very  legible  handwriting  a  few  cryptic  remarks, 
and  that  mistakes  were  very  liable  to  occur,  but  that 
nothing  ever  passed  the  eagle  eye  of  the  chemist, 
who,  when  he  saw  that  there  was  too  much  strychnine, 
say,  put  something  else  in  the  prescription.  He  did  not 
mind  what  the  doctor  wrote,  but  put  it  right  him- 
self. I  think  that  the  country  owes  the  greatest 
possible  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  pharmaceutical 
chemists  as  a  body.  I  think  it  is  known  that  there 
are  people  in  the  country  who  are  too  prone  to  imagine 
that  they  are  suffering  from  one  ill  after  another,  and 
to  rush  froih  one  patent  medicine  to  another.  .  .  . 
I  think  that  there  are  a  good  many  people  desirous 
of  using  cheap  nostrums  for  the  various  ills  that  the 
country  suffers  from.  Everywhere  throughout  the 
world   we   have   great   demands    for    increased  State 
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action,  and  I  think  in  the  present  circumstances  it 
must  be  anticipated  that  everywhere  throughout  the 
world  we  shall  have  year  by  year  a  wider  field  of 
State  activity.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  there  are 
very  distinct  limits  to  the  efficacy  of  the  measures 
that  Governments  can  take  for  the  advancement  of 
the  peoples  whose  interests  they  have  charge  of .  .  .  . 
The  health  of  the  country  is  in  one  sense  in  the 
hands  of  the  pharmaceutical  chemists,  and  in  another 
sense  it  is  in  the  hands  of  all  the  people.  The  state 
of  affairs  in  this  country  will  be  healthy  or  unhealthy 
just  as  the  people  have  sense  to  manage  .  its  affairs 
rightly  or  just  as  they  lack  sense  to  manage  its  affairs 
rightly.  The  country  will  be  what  we  make  it,  and 
we  will  make  it  what  we  are  worthy  to  make  it,  what 
our  attitude  of  mind,  what  our  ideals  make  it  possible 
for  us  to  do." 

"  The  Pharmaceutical  Society." 

Mr.  R.  Westropp  Bennett,  chairm.an  of  the  Seanad 
of  Saorstat  Eireann,  proposed  the  toast  of  "  The  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Ireland,"  and  said:  "  I  feel  that 
a  signal  honour  has  been  done  me  in  asking  me  to 
propose  such  a  toast  as  this. 
When  one  reflects  on  the  his- 
tory of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  and  upon  its  necessity 
to  the  body  politic  and  to  the 
country,  one  must  feel  that  at 
an  assembly  of  chemists  such 
as  this,  one  would  like  to  look 
backwards — which  we  are  told 
not  to  do — and  see  what  the 
position  was  oefore  your 
Society  came  into  being.  I 
was  ushered  into  this  world 
before  your  Society,  when  bad 
drugs  and  bad  medicines  were 
rife,  and  I  survived. 
(Laughter.)  Yet  such  was  the 
position  at  that  time  that,  for 
one  who  survived,  probably 
fifty  did  not  survive.  Such 
was  the  position  of  things  that 
there  was  practically  Ho 
chemist's  shop  in  Ireland  in 
regard  to  which  one  could  be 
sure  that  a  doctor's  prescrip- 
tion would  be  in  safe  hands. 
That  was  the  position  of  things  less  than  si.xty 
years  ago.  And  so  a  number  of  men,  with 
the  instinct  of  humanity  in  their  hearts,  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  a  Society  such  as  yours 
should  be  established.  .  .  .  Immediately  after  the 
Pharmacy  Act  was  passed  only  twenty-one  chemists 
were  found  fitted  to  be  put  on  the  Register.  To-day 
there  are  1,500  pharmaceutical  chemists  on  the 
Register,  each  one  of  them  with  the  life  and  death 
of  a  vast  portion  of  the  community  in  his  hands, 
and  each  one  of  them  assisting  the  great  body  of 
doctors  and  surgeons  in  the  work  they  are  performing. 
There  is  scarcely  a  town  or  village  in  Ireland  in  which 
one  will  not  see  the  letters  '  L.P.S.I.'  or  '  M.P.S.I.' 
displayed.  To  me,  the  L.P.S.I.  is  a  splendid  fellow,  and 
the  M.P.S.I.  is,  perhaps,  a  still  more  splendid  fellow. 
And  why  do  I  say  that?  Because  he  has  the  team 
instinct  in  his  heart,  and  says  as  it  were:  I  stand  for 
all  the  others,  I  am  going  to  co-operate  with  every- 
body, I  am  not  satisfied  with  being  a  licentiate  of 
your  body,  I  am  going  to  be  a  member  of  your  body 
and  to  march  with  the  others.  (Applause.)  That  is  the 
man  I  like — I  like  your  member.  And,  looking  into 
the  matter,  I  find  that  your  member  has  great  privi- 
leges as  compared  with  your  licentiates.  You  have  an 
organ  circulated  to  every  member  which  keeps  him  in 
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touch  with  the  progress  of  medical  science  and  with  the 
operations  of  pharmaceutical  societies.  And  there  is  no 
science  in  the  world  that  needs  greater  attention  than 
the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  sciences.  Vaccine  and 
serum  therapy,  as  you  know,  are  every  day  developing; 
and  the  chemist  must  keep  in  touch  with  the  develop- 
ment or  he  will  not  be 
able  to  satisfy  his 
customers.  And  in 
order  to  keep  in  touch 
with  this  development, 
what  better  arrange- 
ment can  he  adopt 
than  to  become  a 
member  of  your  august 
Society?  Mr.  Blythe 
wondered  at  the  acu- 
men with  which  you 
decipher  prescriptions. 
I  myself  have  some 
knowledge  of  Latin, 
but  I  cannot  do  so. 
However,  a  prescription 
is  taken  into  a 
^  chemist's  shop  and 
everything  is  made  all 
right,  and  you  get 
whatever  is  on  it,  and 
what  is  more,  you 
believe  you  get  it. 
(Laughter.)  And  then 
I  understand  there  is 
some  little  cabalistic 
cipher  of  your  own  put  on  the  prescription 
which  I  could  not  decipher,  but  which  I  am 
told  you  understand,  though  no  layman  can  under- 
stand it.  (Laughter.)  All  the  great  medical  develop- 
ments in  this  and  other  countries  would  be  anathema 
were  it  not  for  societies  such  as  yours."  The  President 
of  the  Society  (Mr.  Denis  J.  Nugent,  P.C.),  in  respond- 
ing, said  he  only  hoped  the  potions  compounded  next 
year  would  be  half  as  sweet  and  soothing  as  that  warm 
tribute  paid  to  the  pharmacists  of  Ireland.  "  When 
I  look  around  me  and  see  this  magnificent  re- 
union of  our  members,  I  am  very  proud  and  heartfully 
grateful.  I  see  many  of  our  members  who  have  come 
from  I  emote  parts  of  the  country  at  great  personal  in- 
_  convenience.     They  have  jour- 

neyed to  Dublin  not  for  any 
selfish  motives  of  pleasure,  but 
thrfuigh  a  sense  of  zeal  and  in- 
terest in  the  welfare  of  their 
Society,  a  spirit  of  loyalty  to 
their  colleagues,  inspired  by  the 
desire  to  demonstrate  the  union 
and  solidity  of  our  organisation 
in  the  year  that  lies  ahead.  I 
thank  those  who  have  come 
from  a  distance.  In  honouring 
our  guests  they  honoured 
themselves.  I  would  specially 
desire  to  mention  our  secretary, 
Mr.  Philip  Brady,  who  or- 
ganised the  dinner.  He  worked 
night  and  day  and  never 
spared  himself.  If  he  wants  his 
reward,  he  need  only  look 
around.  Any  Society,  any  or- 
ganisation, any  profession  is 
neither  better  nor  worse  than 
its  own  members.  The  member 
who  takes  no  interest  in  his  own 
Society,  who  is  not  loyal  to 
his  colleagues,  will  be  found 
wanting  in  the  greater  things  of  life — efficiency 
and  service  to  the  people  and  the  State. 
Senator  Bennett  has  told  you  that  there  are 
now  about  fifteen  hundred  licentiates  on  the  Register 
of  the  Society.  He  might  have  gone  further  and  said 
our  members  arc  spread  all  over  the  world.  Almost 
every  week  we  hear  news  of  some  of  our  exile  brothers; 
in  America,  North  and  South;  in  Australia;  South  Africa, 
and  all  over  the  East,  either  as  dispensing  chemists  or 
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representatives  of  the  great  commercial  chemical  houses. 
We  have  witnessed  a  revolution  in  pharmacy  in  the  last 
fifty  years.  The  great  developments  in  transport  and 
communication  have  affected  our  calling  as  much,  or 
perhaps  more,  than  any  other.  Motor  transport  m,akes 
it  possible  for  chemists  in  the  remotest  district  to  be  in 
daily  contact  with  Dublin, 
and  the  telephone  has  made 
it  possible  for  the  child  of 
some  poor  fisherman  in 
Connemara,  or  some  sick 
mother  in  the  mountains  of 
Donegal,  to  get  life-saving 
diphtheria  serum  or  puer- 
peral serum  almost  as  soon 
as  their  rich  compatriots  in 
more  populous  and  central 
districts.  There  is  one 
other  reason  why  pharmacy 
has  made  such  a  great  ad- 
vance :  we  have  free  trade 
in  medical  and  pharmaceu- 
tical science.  The  clinics 
and  laboratories  of  the 
world  know  no  frontiers. 
Frencbinan  and  German  lay 
aside  their  old  animosities 
in  a  holy  and  unselfish 
union  to  find  new  remedies 
for  the  ills  of  poor  suffering 
humanity.  The  first  great 
development  in  modern 
therapeutics      came  from 

France  with  the  discovery  of  the  ductless  glands,  and  the 
endocrine  therapy.  It  has  been  the  custom  for  some 
time  to  prescribe  the  dried  extract  of  several  of  the 
glands  together,  in  the  hope  that  if  one  failed  the  other 
might  succeed.  Considering  this  barrage  has  been  going 
on  for  a  decade  or  more,  I  think  we  can  congratulate 
ourselves  that  there  are  nearly  300  of  the  population 
left  to  enjoy  the  excellent  dinner  we  have  had  to-night. 
The  second  great  development  came  with  the  immortal 
Pasteur,  himself  a  chemist,  a  name  which  is  the  epitome 
and  embodiment  of  what  we  know  as  modern  medicine. 
He  demonstrated  the  microbic  origin  of  disease  and 
originated  serum  and  vaccine  therapy.  The  third  great 
<levelopment  came  with  the  exploitation  of  organic  and 
synthetic  chemistry  in  England  and  Germany.  Chemists 
in  each  country  vie  with  each  other 
in  constructing  in  the  laboratories  the 
most  complex  synthetic  products.  As 
the  result  of  all  these  movements, 
even  in  the  humblest  pharmacy  in  the 
smallest  village,  you  will  find  thera- 
peutic products  of  the  laboratories  of 
France,  Germany  and  Austria  side 
by  side  with  the  products  of  the  home 
laboratories.  I  mention  these  facts 
merely  to  show  that  modern  phar- 
macy has  become  a  highly  specialised 
craft.  In  our  schools  we  have  en- 
deavoured to  keep  abreast  of  those 
developments.  Students  can  now  do 
the  entire  botany,  pharmacy  and 
chemistry  lectures  in  our  own  labora- 
tories. We  have  an  able  teaching 
staff,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
are  as  one  in  seeing  that  our  schools  • 
will  be  equipped  with  the  most 
modern  scientific  apparatus.  As  I 
have  said,  pharmacy  is  now  such  a 
specialised  craft  that  we  would 
be  very  foolish  and  blind  to  our 
own  responsibilities  if  we  did 
not  insist  on  the  highest  standard 
and  efficiency  in  our  members.  Every  year  new  alka- 
loids and  border-line  poisons  pour  from  the  laboratories, 
each  with  a  varying  dose.  None  but  a  skilled  dispenser 
with  properly  accredited  credentials  should  be  allowed 
to  dispense  these.  Some  of  these  drugs  are  prescribed 
not  in  teaspoonful  or  drachm  doses,  but  in  fractions  as 
minute  as  -gjih  of  a  grain,  or  one  drop.    When  vou 
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think  that  millions  of  prescriptions  have  been  com- 
pounded in  the  last  fifteen  years,  it  is  no  sm^ll  tribute 
to  the  skill  and  efficiency  of  our  members  that  an  error 
by  a  properly  qualified  chemist  is  practically  unknown. 
I  will  oniy  say  in  conclusion,  we  pharmacists  render  an 
honourable  and  responsible  service 
to  the  country.  Our  craft  is  as  old 
as  organised  society.  You  will  find 
memorials  in  the  Egyptian  tombs, 
and  you  may  see  even  to-day  the 
sign  of  the  mortar  and  pestle  in 
in  Pompeii.  Pharmacy  has  left  its 
imprint  on  the  social  developments 
and  history  of  mediaeval  and 
modern  Europe.  Like  the  islander 
in  the  old  legend,  we  can  say,  '  We 
belong  to  no  mean  callin','  We 
make  no  grandiose  claims.  We 
have  rendered,  and  we  hope  with- 
out ostentation  or  display,  certain 
vital  services  to  society  and  the 
State,  and  we  ask  that  society  and 
the  State  should  recognise  these  ser- 
vices. We  ask  the  State  to  recog- 
nise the  highly  specialised  and 
scientific  character  of  modern 
pharmacy,  and  we  ask  the  State  to 
Mr.  F.  J.  FiTzPATEiCK  insist  that  no  one  who  has  not 
gone  through  the  prescribed  train- 
ing, and  received  the  State  seal  of  recognition  of 
his  efficiency  and  competence,  should  be  allowed  to 
handle  and  dispense  these  agents,  fraught  with  such 
grave  danger  to  the  public  health." 

"  Our  Guests  " 

Dr.  Michael  Ryan,  vice-president  of  the  Society, 
in  proposing  the  toast  of  "  Our  Guests,"  said:  "  Perhaps 
the  most  pleasant  aspect  of  a  reunion  such  as  this  is, 
that  it  gives  an  opportunity  of  fraternising  with  some  of 
the  many  friends  of  this  Society  from  near  and  distant 
parts.  To  us  it  offers  an  occasion  to  testify  to  the  feel- 
ings which  we  have  for  them.  To  them,  I  hope,  it  pro- 
vides a  happy  though  brief  interlude  from  the  stress  of 
more  serious  business  afiairs.  It  would  be  invidious  to 
mention  individually  those  who  have  honoured  us  by 
their  presence  here  to-night.  To  all  of  them  we  extend 
a,  hearty  welcome.  It  is  our  sincere  wish  that  they  take 
away  with  them  the  memory  of  a  happy  function. 
(Hear,  hear.).  The  Lord  Mayor  of  Dublin  (Senator 
Alfred  Byrne),  responding  to  the  toast,  expressed  his 
thanks  for  the  cordial  invitation  which  had  been  given 
him  to  attend.  He  knew,  he  said, 
that  their  Society  was  one  of  many 
years'  standing.  They  were  all 
grateful  to  know  that  the  improve- 
ment in  many  matters  affecting  the 
business  of  pharmacists  in  Ireland 
had  been  really  due  to  their  own 
organisation  and  to  the  wonderful 
men  whom  they  elected  to  repre- 
sent them  and  to  look  after  their 
interests.  If  he  could  lend  any 
f*^*"^  assistance  to  them  in  getting  their 
\  _v!  proposed  new  legislation  through, 
they  could  always  call  upon  him 
for  help.  (Applause.).  Dr.  A.  F. 
MacMahon,  who  also  responded, 
said  he  welcomed  this  occasion  be- 
cause it  gave  him  an  opportunity 
of  testifying  to  the  high  regard  he 
had  always  entertained  for  the 
great  profession  of  pharmacy.  For 
well  nigh  twenty  years  he  had  en- 
joyed the  friendship  of  their  president,  and  in 
him  had  found  those  qualities  which  to  his  mind  go 
to  make  the  ideal  pharmacist.  He  was  invariably 
kindly,  genial,  helpful,  meticulous  in  his  work  and 
charitable  to  a  degree.  Like  every  great  profession, 
pharmacy  has  had  its  traducers,  its  caluminators.  Phar- 
macy has  little  to  fear  from  such  criticism.  Her 
achievements  are  her  effective  answer.  Dr.  Myles 
Keogh  also  responded.

National  Health  Statistics 

There  are  some  astonishing  figures  quoted  in  the  1929 
report  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  connection  with 
the  administration  of  medical  benefit.  For  instance, 
during  the  year  1929,  14,000,000  insured  persons  received 
treatment  from  14,600  doctors,  who  were  paid 
j^6,25o,ooo  for  their  services.  Prescriptions  numbering 
56,000,000  were  dispensed  by  9,000  chemists,  who 
divided  the  cost,  ;^i9,25o,ooo,  between  them. 

These  figures  are  so  huge  that  it  is  difficult  to  appre- 
ciate fully  their  true  significance.  It  may  be  possible 
to  present  them  more  graphically  if  we  consider  them 
from  the  chemists'  point  of  view  and  calculate  from  aver- 
age numbers.  Let  us  imagine  that  every  chemist's  shop 
is  the  centre  of  a  little  self-contained  community. 
Around  this  shop  live  1,550  people,  all  insured  persons. 
Every  one  of  these  obtains  supplies  of  medicine  from 
the  one  shop  and  they  are  medically  treated  by  two 
doctors,  one  of  whom  works  whole  time  for  these 
insured  persons  and  the  other  spends  rather  more  than 
half  his  time  in  their  treatment.  The  first  doctor's 
full-time  remuneration  is  /430  per  annum.  The  second 
doctor's  part-time  salary  is  £265.  Between  them  they 
issue  during  the  year  to  their  patients  6,245  prescrip- 
tions. One  chemist  in  the  area  makes  up  all  these  pre- 
scriptions, and  when  he  is  paid  for  them  receives  £gg 
to  cover  the  cost  of  the  drugs  and  dressings  he  has 
supplied,  and  £^15  as  payment  for  his  professional 
services,  i.e..  his  salary — including  his  establishment 
expenses.  Incidentally,  therefore,  it  appears  that  the 
doctor's  professional  services  are  worth  just  six  times 
the  value  of  the  chemist's  services  for  the  same  number 
of  patients.  Every  person  receives  from  the  doctor 
four  and  a-half  prescriptions  in  the  course  of  the  year, 
and  the  total  cost  of  these  is  just  over  3s.;  that  is  the 
cost  of  drugs  and  dressings  supplied  to  each  patient 
during  the  year.  These  are  average  figures  obtained 
from  the  totals  for  the  whole  country.  Certain  factors, 
such  as  the  supply  to  some  insured  persons  of  all 
drugs,  etc.,  by  doctors  in  rural  areas,  may  affect  their 
accuracy,  but  they  are  sufficiently  correct  for  the  pur- 
pose of  comparison.  When  it  is  remembered  that  there 
are  9,000  chemists  in  insurance  'practice  in  England, 
and  therefore  9,000  imaginary  communities  such  as  tho.se 
we  have  just  considered,  the  magnitude  and  extent 
of  the  operations  covered  by  the  National  scheme  can 
be  visualised. — "  Supplies  "  (1/12).

To  Correspondents 

M.  W.  NivEN. — In  employing  potassium  ferrocyanide 
as  a  reagent,  note  that  it  yields  a  white  precipitate 
with  manganous  solutions;  also  that  an  old  solution 
of  it  may  produce  a  blue  coloration  when  added  to  any 
acid  liquid. 

L.  CowELL. — The  filtrate  from  the  barium-group  pre- 
cipitate should  have  been  tested  for  magnesium  and 
alkali  metals.  The  pungent  smell  observed  on  heating 
the  powder  with  dilute  hydrochloric  acid  was  due  to 
the  volatilisation  of  some  of  this  acid. 

Gaston  Bonnier. — On  repeating  the  test  for  nitrate 
that  you  applied,  we  failed  to  obtain  the  slightest  indi- 
cation. 

GowER. — You  reported  nitrite  on  very  insufficient 
evidence;  some  characteristic  test  should  have  been 
applied. 

Galena. — If,  as  would  appear  from  your  report,  you 
added  magnesium  sulphate  to  the  sodium  carbonate 
extract  for  acidic  radicals  and  then  boiled  the  mixture, 
you  were  tolerably  certain  to  obtain  a  precipitate  of 
basic  magnesium  carbonate,  whether  or  not  the  original 
powder  contained  either  a  carbonate  or  a  bicarbonate. 

G.  H. — Sodium  hydrogen  tartrate  is  the  reagent  used 
in  testing  for  potassium;  perhaps  you  wrote,  by  inad- 
vertence, phosphate  instead  of  tartrate.  Nitrite  was 
not  present. 

A.  O.  P. — Had  calcium  hydroxide  been  a  constituent 
of  the  powder,  heat  would  have  been  given  out  on  the 
addition  to  it  of  hydrochloric  acid.  Sodium  should  not 
have  been  missed. 

NoRVic. — Note  that  the  so-called  "  hepar  "  test  is 
not  confirmatory  of  the  presence  of  a  sulphate,  but  only 
of  that  of  sulphur,  free  or  in  some  form  of  combination. 

Verdad. — Unless  iron  found  its  way  into  your  solu- 
tions from  some  impure  reagent,  we  cannot  account 
for  the  wet-way  reaction  which  led  you  to  report  the 
presence  of  nickel;  but,  in  any  case,  your  evidence 
regarding  nickel  was  very  unconvincing. 

T.  C.  C. — Except  a  faint  trace  of  iron,  the  powder, 
as  sent  out,  did  not  contain  any  constituent  that  could 
yield  a  black  precipitate  with  ammonium  sulphide. 

Koran. — The  production  of  the  brown  substance  when 
the  powder  was  heated  with  solution  of  potassium 
hydroxide  was  due  to  the  formation  of  manganous 
hydroxide  and  its  gradual  oxidation.  Note  that  potas- 
sium thiocyanate  produces  a  red  coloration,  not  a  red 
precipitate,  with  solutions  of  ferric  salts. 

Pekay. — You  must  have  overlooked  the  small,  but 
distinct,  residue  of  sodium  sulphate  which  remaiired 
after  igniting  the  material  left  "behind  on  evaporating 
the  filtrate  from  the  barium  group. 

.  Prof.  P. — Kay's  Qualitative  Analysis  (Gurney  and 
Jackson)  is  a  reliable  guide.  Besides  tables,  it  con- 
tains explanatory  matter  and  many  helpful  hints. 

AcRiFLAViNE. — We  failed  to  confirm  the  evolution  of 
brown  fumes  when  the  powder  was  heated  with  concen- 
trated sulphuric  acid.  See  the  reply  to  "  Gaston 
Bonnier." 

HoRRis. — Cuprous  chloride,  manganous  oxalate,  and 
anhydrous  ferric  sulphate  are  a  few  examples  of  colour- 
less, or  nearly  colourless,  substances  which  yield  coloured 
borax  beads. 

Jap  and  Quaere. — The  examination  of  the  ammonium 
sulphide  precipitate  was  not  completed  by  the  detection 
of  manganese :  the  filtrate  from  the  manganous 
hydroxide  should  have  been  tested  for  zinc  which  might 
have  been  present  in  it. 

P.  H.  D. — Examine  the  behaviour  of  a  solution  of 
a  manganous  salt  with  potassium  ferrocyanide. 

Mist. — Your  report  is  not  complete  unless  it  includes 
a  summary  of  the  constituents  detected. 

Nil  desper.\ndum. — Your  work  was  quite  good,  as 


far  as  it  went,  but  why  did  you  leave  several  metallic 
and  nearly  all  acidic  radicals  untested  for? 

Afterthought. — There  is  some  mystery  about  your 
analysis,  since,  according  to  your  report,  you  omitted 
to  test  the  filtrate  from  the  zinc  group  for  barium- 
group  inetals,  but  added  sodium  phosphate  to  it 
without  obtaining  a  precipitate.  As  this  filtrate  con- 
tained calcium  there  ought  to  have  been  a  precipitate 
of  calcium  phosphate.    How  is  this  to  be  explained?

Business  in  the  produce  markets  has  "  tailed  oft'  "  much 
earlier  than  is  usual  for  the  last  month  of  the  year.  The 
reason  is  clear.  On  the  top  of  the  severe  trade  depres- 
sion there  has  been  the  continued  fall  in  the  prices  of  most 
ariticles,  and  without  doubt  the  volume  of  business  would 
be  greater  if  buyers  could  be  assured  ithat  the  general  fall 
in  values  was  getting  somewhere  near  the  cnid.  The  low 
record  in  the  price  of  silver  this  week  has  reduced  the  price 
of  a  number  of  articles  and  has  alsO'  reduced  the  pui'chasing 
power  of  the  countries  whose  standard  is  silver.  On  this 
account  star  anise  oil  and  cassia  oil  are  lower  for  ship- 
ment. Pepper  is  lower.  Cloves  are  easier.  Pimento  is 
quiet.  Shellac  is  "weak  and  lower.  In  pharmaceutical 
chemicals  the  general  tone  is  steady  and  business  has  been 
on  the  usual  modesit  scale.  Phenolphthalein  is  easier. 
Bismuth  salts  show  no  change  on  quotation  at  the  Conven- 
tion rates,  but  occasional  outside  parcels  may  be  offering 
at  slightly  less.  Competition  in  bromides  is  still  in  evidence. 
Citric  acid  is  without  interest.  Cream  of  tartar  is  a  shade 
easier  on  a  poor  market.  Tartaric  acid  is  sluggish.  Vanillin 
is  irregular.  In  the  industrial  group,  quotations  for  potas- 
sium chlorate  and  sodium  chlorate  have  been  advanced. 
Potassium  anid  sodiium  bichromate  are  quoted  dearer  for  the 
home  trade.  As  to  coal-tar  products,  cresylic  acid  has  been 
reduced,  and  betanaphthol  is  easier.  Demand  in  essential 
oils  is  quic't.  Japanese  peppermint  is  lower.  Sicilian  citrus 
oils  are  fairly  firm.

Draft  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill 

Sir, — "  X-rayser  III,"  in  commenting  ujion  the  New- 
port resolution  (C.  &■  £>.,  December  13,  p.  749),  regards 
the  proposal  for  an  R.P.U.  conference  as  illogical,  in 
that  it  would  not  represent  all  pharmaceutical  interests. 
I  think  he  must  agree  that  the  Union  is  more  capable 
of  calling  a  conference  representing  the  whole  of  the 
retail  trade  than  any  other  body,  owing  to  its  organisa- 
tion in  connection  with  the  iN'.H.l.  work,  and  it  is 
the  better-organised  opinion  of  the  retail  pharmacist 
that  is  badly  wanted.  True,  the  resolution  was  a 
direct  condemnation  of  the  entire  Bill,  and  I  would 
very  seriously  ask  those  who  consider  desirable  amend- 
ment to  be  possible  if  they  can  find  any  acceptable 
basis  in  the  jBill,  wherein  pharmacy  can  in  the  future 
proceed  to  claim  its  recognition  as  an  essential  arm 
in  the  services  of  the  public  health.  The  Bill  is  a 
direct  negative  to  any  such  recognition.

Sir, — I  will  giv3  20  guineas  towards  any  "  Fighting 
Fund  "  which  may  be  promoted  to  prevent  compul- 
sory membership  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  To 
P3-y  £5  each  and  every  year  to  enable  one  to  keep 
open  shop  as  a  chemist,  with  pains  and  penalties 
attached  to  failure  to  pay  this,  is  beyond  the  limit 
of  endurance  to  such  as  are  commencing  business  in 
a  small  way,  or  struggling  to  make  ends  meet.

Sir,— -Recent  reports  of  most  of  branch  meetings  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  indicate  that  the  addresses 
and  discussions  seem  to  have  been  devoted  to  con- 
sideration of  the  draft  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill,  but 
I  cannot  say  that  a  perusal  of  them  leaves  the  chemist 
and  druggist  behind  the  counter  any  wiser  than  he  was 
before.  As  far  as  the  sale  of  drugs  and  medicines  is 
concerned,  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  unqualified  per- 
sons continuing,  except  in  the  case  of  those  articles 
containing  a  scheduled  poison,  and  we  do  not  know  yet 
how  far  this  latter  restriction  may  be  removed  by  the 
proposed  Poisons  Board.  This  risk  to  my  mind  consti- 
tutes the  gravest  danger  to  pharmacists  in  the  whole 
Bill.  For  on  the  face  of  it  there  is  less  apparent 
danger  in  supplying  the  public  with,  say,  paregoric 
than  with  arsenical  weed-killer.  Mr.  Hardy,  at  Black- 
burn, seems  to  have  given  the  idea  that  the  licences 


for  unqualified  persons  are  to  be  for  the  sale  of  hor- 
ticultural poisons,  etc.;  but  the  Bill  does  not  say  so. 
Would  it  not  be  as  well  for  the  Council  to  tell  us 
definitely  which  clauses  they  consider  acceptable  as, they 
stand,  and  which  they  are  definitely  opposed  to?

Saving  on  Medicine  Stamps 

Sir, — Regarding  a  letter  sent  out  stating  that,  by 
virtue  of  the  saving  (on  the  is.  3d.  size)  on  each 
bottle  issued,  a  manufacturing  house  is  able  to  spend 
more  money  on  advertising,  it  matters  not  to  the 
purchaser  whether  the  article  is  stamped  or  not;  but 
it  matters  a  great  deal  to  the  pharmacist  that  firms 
adopting  this  method  save  a  big  sum  of  money. 
By  the  increased  sales  —  if  any  —  and  by  the 
saving  on  stamps,  the  firm  puts  money  in  its 
own  pockets.  This  is  possible  only  by  the  fact  that 
there  are  pharmacists,  qualified  at  their  own  expense, 
who  by  virtue  of  their  qualification  are  empowered 
by  law  to  sell  goods  on  the  terms  issued  by  such 
manufacturers.  If  the  directors  want  to  know  what 
IS  the  fairest  thing  to  do,  it  is  to  cease  issuing  the 
stamped  article  and  credit  the  pharmacist  with  the 
saving  on  stamps.— Yours,  etc..

Welfare  Centres'  Trading 

Sir, — "  Clinics'  supplies  "  are  still  perturbing  the 
minds  of  chemists.  Perhaps  the  following  information 
and  suggestion  may  interest  and  help  those?  chemists 
most  seriously  affected  by  the  alleged  competition  of 
the  clinics.  Most  clinics  throughout  the  country  apply, 
or  should  apply,  a  "  means  limit  "  to  those  seek- 
ing advice  and  assistance.  In  Willesden,  one  of  the 
leading  authorities  in  clinic  work,  we  limit  this  assist- 
ance to  a  family  income  of  not  more  than  £^  per 
week,  excepting  under  special  circumstances  such  as 
large  family  and  high  rental.  With  a  population  of 
176,000  the  clinic  account  for  year  ended  March  31, 
1930,  was  as  follows:  —

We  rarely  find  any  attempt  to  abuse  the  system. 
If  chemists  in  a  particular  area  suspect  abuse  of  the 
system  they  have  their  remedy,  namely,  to  approach 
one  of  the  local  councillors  with  all  details  of  the  com- 
plaint; he  will  place  it  before  the  appropriate  com- 
mittee, who  will  make  the  necessary  inquiries  and 
remedy  any  loose  methods  of  supplies.  Chemists  can 
obtain  similar  information  to  the  above  from  their 
authorities  and  compare.

B.  B.  (28/11). — The  reference  to  corns  in  the  leaflet 
renders  the  article  liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty. 

G.  H.  (20/9). — If  you  wish  to  obtain  a  refund  for 
the  patent  medicine  stamps  on  certain  goods  you 
have  in  stock,  we  would  advise  you  to  write  to :  The 
Secretary,  H.M.  Customs  and  Excise,  Custom  House, 
London,   E.C.3,   giving  full  particulars. 

Rhsi  (25/11). — A  private  limited  company  proposes  to 
sell  its  business  to  a  chemist  who  will  carry  it  on  in  Ids 
own  name.  Must  the  company  be  wound  up?  [The 
company  should  go  into  voluntary  liquidation.  The  pro- 
cedure is  neither  complicated  nor  costly,  particularly  if 
a  "  declaration  of  solvency  "  is  filed.  A  solicitor  or 
other  expert  in  company  law  should  be  consulted  if 
necessary.] 

C.  Y.  (11/12).  —  If  you  propose  to  sell  your 
Bronchial  Linctus  unstamped  as  a  "  known,  ad- 
mitted and  approved  "  remedy,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
comply  with  the  recent  Order  of  the  Board  of  Customs 
and  Excise  (C  &-  D.,  March  8,  p.  300).  This  will 
necessitate  printing  the  full  formula,  with  the  amounts, 
on  the  label,  together  with  the  words,  "  no  proprietary 
rights  are  claimed  in  the  preparation  of  this  med'cine." 
The  formula,  as  well  as  the  disclaimer,  muft  appear 
not  only  on  the  container  itself,  but  also  on  the  carton 
or  wrapper,  if  any. 

W.  E.  D.  (24/11). — If,  in  a  gale,  a  slate  or  sign  is 
blown  down  into  the  roadway,  can  a  passer-by  who  is 
injured  in  consequence  claim  damages  from  the  occupier 
of  the  building  concerned?  [A  claim  for  compensation 
for  injuries  suffered  in  the  circumstances  stated  could 
be  sustained  if  the  slate  or  sign  became  detached  as  the 
result  of  the  failure  of  the  owner  or  occupier  of  the 
building  to  take  reasonable  precautions  to  prevent  such 
;in  occurrence.  The  basis  of  the  action  would  be  negli- 
gence on  the  part  of  the  person  responsible  for  keeping 
the  building  in  a  safe  condition.] 

E.  J.  T.  (6/ 10). — There  are  two  kinds  of  removal 
of  a  licence  to  which  different  rules  apply — an  ordinary 
removal  and  a  special  removal.  An  ordinary  removal 
is  to  anj'  premises  within  the  same  licensing  district 
or  within  the  same  county  as  the  premises.  An  appli- 
cation for  it  may  be  made  on  any  ground,  and  is 
made  to  the  Licensing  Justices  of  the  district  to  which 
it  is  desired  to  remove.  They  have  full  discretion  to 
grant  or  refuse,  and  there  is  no  appeal  from  their 
refusal.  IE  granted  it  still  requires  to  be  confirmed 
hy  the  confirming  authority.  On  the  other  hand, 
application  for  a  special  removal  can  be  made  only  on 
one  of  two  special  grounds.  First,  that  the  existing 
premises  are  about  to  be  pulled  down  or  occupied  for 
some  public  purpose,  or,  secondly,  that  they  have 
been  rendered  unfit  for  use  by  fire  or  some  other 
unavoidable  calamity.  The  premises  to  which  it  is 
proposed  to  remove  must,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Justices, 
be  fit  and  convenient  for  the  purposes.  A  special 
lemoval,  if  granted,  does  not  require  to  be  confirmed; 
if  refused  by  the  Justices  an  appeal  lies  to  Quarter 
Sessions.  The  application  for  an  ordinary  removal  has 
to  be  made  to  the  General  Annual  Licensing  Sessions 
by  the  person  who  is  to  be  holder  if  granted,  and 
notice  of  the  application  must  be  given,  as  in  the 
case  of  a  new  licence,  to  the  police,  the  clerk  to  the 
Justices,  and  others.  A  copy  of  the  notice  has  also 
to  be  served  on  the  registered  owner  of  the  premises 
from  which  the  licencii  is  to  be  removed.  Further,  the 
Justices  must  be  satisfied  that  there  is  no  valid  objec- 
tion to  the  removal.  In  the  case  of  an  application 
for  a  special  removal,  the  notice  is  merely  required 
to  set  forth  descriptions  of  the  premises  from  which 
and  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  remove  the  licence. 
But  in  addition  to  giving  fourteen  days'  notice  to  the 
Overseer  of  the  Poor  and  the  Superintendent  of  Police 
for  the  district,  the  notice  must  be  fixed  on  the  church 
door  between  10  a.m.  and  4  p.m.  some  Sundav  within 
six  weeks  before  the  Licensing  Sessions  and  also  on 
tlie  door  of  the  premises  to  which  it  is  proposed  to 
remose  the  licence.

H.  J.  T.  (22/8). — Preparation  for  white  diarrhcea 
IN  CHICKS. — This  is  a  reddish-tinted  liquid  with  a  dense 
deposit  of  fine  needle-like  crystals.  The  supernatant 
liquid  has  a  specific  gravity  of  0.955,  and  yields  0.52 
per  cent,  of  total  solids  on  evaporation  on  the  water 
laath.  It  contains  much  spirit  of  nitrous  ether  and  a 
considerable  quantity  of  free  ammonia.  Both  quinine 
and  sulphate  are  present  in  considerable  quantity.  Prob- 
ably it  has  been  prepared  to  a  formula  such  as  quinine 
sulphate,  i  per  cent.;  water,  50  per  cent.;  ammonia,  just' 
sufficient  to  redissolve  the  quinine;  spirit  of  nitrous 
ether,   50  per  cent. 

/.  C.  (19/9). — Dog  wash. — This  is  a  pale  fawn- 
coloured  powder  consisting  of  borax,  46  per  cent.,  and 
soap  powder,  54  per  cent. 

Veeco   (23/8). — Frosted  glass  cleaner. — This  is  a. 
powder  agreeably  tinted  with  ultramarine,  consisting  of 
sodium  carbonate,  one  part,  and  very  finely  powdered 
pumice,  two  parts.

Tallow,  Commerce  The  bulk  of  the  supplies  of  tallow 

coming  to  this  country  emanate  from  Australia  and  New 
Zealand,  and  to  a  less  extent  from  Argentina.  Consign- 
ments are  usually  made  to  the  merchant  trade  c.i.f. 
London  or  Liverpool,  and  the  tallow  is  held  in  stock 
waiting  for  disposal  at  auctions,  which  are  held  periodi- 
cally, and  where  consumers  compete  in  order  to  cover 
tlieir  requirements.  In  London  the  auctions  were  usually 
held  weekly,  but  owing  to  abnormally  reduced  supplies 
they  are  arranged  at  wider  intervals,  and  only  two 
auctions  a  month  took  place  during  the  whole  of  1929. 
Tallow  enters  largely  into  the  manufacture  of  soap  in 
competition  with  other  descriptions  of  fats,  chiefly  vege- 
table oils,  and  its  value  is,  therefore,  more  or  less 
governed  by  the  relative  dearness  or  cheapness  of  com- 
peting raw  materials,  apart,  of  course,  from  the  law  of 
supply  and  demand.  Imports  into  the  United  Kingdom 
have  varied  greatlv  since  the  war,  falling  in  one  period 
from  47,046  tons  in  1916  to  20,140  tons  in  1918.  The 
imports  of  late  years  were  as  follows  : —

In  tlie  war  period  the  market  was  placed  under 
Government  control,  beginning  September,  1917,  when 
the  official  price  was  fixed  at  72s.  per  cwt.,  remaining 
thereat  until  iNIay  1,  1919,  when  it  was  raised  to  87s. 
for  that  month  only.  Since  then  a  free  open  market  was 
restored,  resulting  in  much  higher  prices,  with  the 
monthly  average  value  of  mutton  tallow  rising  from 
101s.  6d.  up  to  108s.  6d.  in  March,  1920,  and  of  beef 
from  105s.  6d.  to  112s.  Available  stocks  for  a  number 
of  years  remained  abnormally  small.  Highest  and  lowest 
spot  prices  (per  cwt.)  on  the  London  market  for  1926-9 
inclusive  may  be  gauged  from  the  following  figures,

The  shipments  of  fine  Australian  beef  tallow  to 
European  ports  have  of  late  years  declined  very  con- 
siderably, as  the  bulk  of  the  production  is  now  absorbed 
locally  by  margarine  manufacturers. 


Tallow,  Vegetable,  is  obtained  from  the  seeds  of 
Sapliiiii  sehifenim,  Roxb.  {SfiUiinjia  sebitera^  iNlich.),  a 
small  glabrous  tree  of  the  Enphorbiacese,  cultivated  in 
hilly  regions  in  China  and  Japan.  The  fruit  is  a 
capsule,  each  cell  has  a  single  seed  surrounded  with  a 
thick,  hard  coating  of  vegetable  tallow.  The  kernels 
yield  20  to  23  per  cent,  of  a  yellowish,  drying  oil.  Three 
kinds  of  oil  are  manufactured  by  different  processes  : 
(1)  White  Tallow  or  Pi  Yu.  The  seeds  are  passed 
between  rollers  which  break  off  the  outer  coating  with- 
out crushing  the  seed.  The  shells  are  heated  with 
steam  in  perforated  cylinders  or  trays,  when  the  fab 
melts  and  is  run  off  and  is  collected  in  moulds.  The 
cakes  weigh  about  80  lb.  each,  and  are  yellowish  in 
appearance  at  first,  but  afterwards  become  bleached  on 
coming  in  contact  with  air.  (2)  Yellow  oil  or  Tsing  Yu. 
The  seeds  are  broken  in  a  stone  mill  and  the  broken 
seeds  are  separated  from  particles  of  shell  by  winnowing. 
The  cleaned  seeds  are  powdered  in  a  stone  roller  and 
heated  in  a  pan  and  made  into  cakes  from  which  the  oil 
is  expressed.  (3)  Mixed  Fats  or  Mu  Yu.  The  whole 
seed,  without  being  separated  from  its  outer  coating,  is 
pulverised  and  heated  over  steam.  The  oil  and  tallow 
is  very  thick.  The  blocks  of  Chinese  vegetable  tallow 
are  exported  for  soap  and  candle  manufacture.  It  has 
a  melting  point  of  from  43°  to  46°  C,  solidifying  point 
24°  to  26°,  iodine  value  32-38,  titer' 56°.  ^  The  bulk 
of  the  fatty  acids  consist  of  palmitic  and  oleic  acids,  01 
principally  oleo-dipalmitin.  The  yellow  oil  is  not  edible  : 
it  is  used  as  a  burning  oil  and  in  the  preparation  oi 
umlirella  varnish,  and  as  a  substitute  for  linseed  oil. 
Its  iodine  value  is  160.  jMalabar  Tallow,  obtained  from 
Vateria  indica,  Linn,  is  used  locally  in  India.  It  is  free 
from  odour,  and  is  easily  manufactured.  Its  melting 
point  is  37°  C,  and  iodine  value  37-39. 

Tamarinds  The  fruit  of  Tamaiindus  indica,  Linn,  a 

large  evergreen  tree  cultivated  in  India,  Burma,  and  the 
West  Indies  (Antigua,  Barbados,  etc.).  Tamarind 
appears  to  be  derived  from  the  Arabic  Tamar-ul-Hind 
(Indian  date),  and  it  was  doubtless  through  the 
Arabians  tliat  a  knowledge  of  the  fruit  passed  during 
the  JMiddle  Ages  to  Europe,  where  it  is  called  Tamarindier 
de  ITnde  (Fr.),  and  Tamarindo  (Sp.  and  Port.).  The 
fruits  are  two  to  six  inches  long,  with  thin,  hard, 
brittle  shells,  and  from  four  to  twelve  brown,  flat, 
quadrangular  seeds.  Tough  ligneous  strands  run  through 
the  acid  pulp  of  the  pod.  The  average  annual  yield 
of  an  adult  tree  is  350  pounds  of  fruit,  yielding 
200  pounds  of  fruit  pulp.  Saigon  fruits  afforded  24.25 
parts  of  epicarp  and  fibre,  7.7  parts  fibrous  endocarp, 
37  parts  of  seeds,  and  29.3  of  pulp  in  100.  The 
pulp  either  alone  or  preserved  with  sugar  is  the  part 
used  in  medicine,  and  is  official  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  in 
the  compound  confection  of  senna.  The  pulp  is  anti- 
scorbutic, refrigerant,  and  aperient,  checking  bilious 
vomiting.  A  gargle  of  tamarind  water  is  recommended 
in  sore  throat,  and  as  a  pleasant  drink  in  febrile  com- 
plaints. The  fruit  is  also  used  in  chutnies,  curries,  and 
for  pickling  fish.  Tamarind  is  a  fruit  with  a  very 
large  proportion  of  acid  and  sugar.  The  total  acidity 
amounts  to  about  12  per  cent.,  and  the  sugar  to  32  per 
cent.  Mueller  found  from  5.2  to  8.8  per  cent,  of  tartaric 
acid,  and  4.6  to  6  per  cent,  of  potassium  bitartrate  in 
the  fruit  pulp.  Large  quantities  of  the  pulp  are  shipped 
to  Arabia,  Persia,  and  other  countries.  Sudborough  and 
Vridhaohalam  (1920)  have  suggested  the  possibility  of 
the  commercial  utilisation  of  tamarinds  in  India  as 
a  source  of  tartaric  acid.  The  West  Indies  provide  the 
most  esteemed  c[ualities  for  the  London  market. 

Tanghinia  (Tanquin). — The  ordeal  bean  of  Madagascai 
is  obtained  from  the  Apocynaceous  tree,  Cerbera  Tanghin 
Hook  {Tanghinia  veninifera,  Poir).  The  kernel  is  a  deadly 
poison  ;  though  not  larger  than  an  almond  with  its  shell, 
it  is  said  to  be  capable  of  poisoning  twenty  people.  It 
was  formerly  used  in  Madagascar  to  ascertain  the  guilt 
of  suspected  persons  as  an  ordeal  poison.  The  almonds 
contain  75  per  cent,  of  fatty  matter.  The  active  prin- 
ciple is  a  neutral,  colourless  substance,  crystallising  in 
rhombic  prisms  and  melting  at  182°.  Tanghinin  has 
powerful  toxic  properties  witli  a  strong  action  on  the 
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heait,  resembling  staophanthin  and  oubain.  Quinquand 
showed  it  to  have  a  powerful  effect  upon  'the  nervous 
system  as  well  as  on  the  circulation.  An  -extract  of  the 
seed  is  said  to  have  narcotic  properties. 

Tang-kuei.  —The  name  of  an  important  Chinese  drug 
obtained  from  the  TOots  of  one  or  more  umbelliferous 
plants.  That  which  comes  from  the  western  provinces 
and  is  exported  from  Ichang  and  Hankow  was  identified 
by  Dr.  Henry  as  belonging  to  Angelica  folymorpha, 
Max.  var,  sinensis,  Oliver.  That  from  the  north  is  pro- 
bably from  LigusUcum  aciitilobum,  Sieb.  et  Luce.  There 
are  varieties  of  the  drug  in  the  market ;  the  best  kind  is 
packed  in  wooden  cases  and  bears  the  nam«  Hsiang  tang 
kuei;  Tank  Kuei  shen  is  a  graded  root  resembling  gin- 
seng; Tang  Kuei  sui  is  the  name  for  the  refuse  passing 
through  the  Customs.  Thousands  of  pounds  of  the  root 
are  imported  annually  into  Ningpo.  The  ordinary  drag 
is  met  with  in  brown,  fleshy  rootstocks,  branching  into  a 
mass  of  large,  close,  pliant  rootlets  something  like 
gentian.  The  odour  is  very  persistent,  resembling  that 
of  celery  or  angelica,  and  the  taste-  is  warm,  sweetish  and 
aromatic.  The  drug  is  used  for  menstrual  and  puerperal 
diseases  of  women.  The  vernacular  name  is  derived  from 
the  supposed  assertive  power  of  the  root  to  cause  tlie  wife 
to  revert  "  to  her  husband.  A  fluid  extract  has  been 
introduced  into  European  medicine  under  the  name  of 
Eumenol.  Read  and  Schmidt  (1923)  separated  a  crystal- 
lisable,  non-nitrogenous,  non-glucosidal  substance  which 
had  the  characteristic  effect  upon  the  uterus  without  pro- 
ducing circulatory  depression. 

Tannic  Acid,  gallotannin,  gallotannic  acid  -occurs  in 
galls  to  the  extent  of  60-77  per  cent.,  and  is  usually 
prepared  therefrom  by  the  method  of  Pelouze,  as  fol- 
lows ;  Powdered  galls  are  exhausted  with  ordinary  ether 
containing  alcohol  and  water.  On  standing,  the  liquid 
separates  into  two  layers,  the  lower  of  which  contains 
the  gallotannic  acid,  while  the  upper  ethereal  layer  retains 
the  gallic  acid.  T.he  tannic  acid  obtained  by  separating 
and  evaporating  the  lower  layer  may  be  further  purified 
by  dissolving  it  in  water  and  adding  to  the  solution  twice 
its  volume  of  -ether.  Tliree  layers  are  formed,  the  lovv^est 
of  which  contains  nearly  pure  gallotannin.  This  solution 
is  run  off,  magnesium  sulphate  is  added  to  remove  excess 
of  water,  and  the  ethereal  solution  evaporat-ed  to  di'yness, 
or  extracted  with  a  mixture  of  twelve  parts  of  ether  and 
three  parts  of  alcohol,  twelve  parts  of  water  being  added 
to  the  extract,  and  the  alcohol  and  ether  removed  by 
distillation.  The  residual  aqueous  solution  is  then 
filtered  and  evaporated,  the  product  being  further  purified 
by  solution  in  water  and  treatment  with  animal  charcoal. 
To  obtain  tannic  acid  in  a  readily  soluble  spongy  form, 
a  syrupy  solution  is  mixed  with  alcohol  and  ether,  and 
evaporated  at  a  moderate  temperature.  Schiff  proposes 
the  extraction  of  galls  with  anhydrous  ether  to  which 
5  per  cent,  of  alcohol  has  been  added.  As  prepared  by 
Pelouze's  process,  gallotannin  yields  dextrose  or  an 
analogous  substance  when  treated  with  dilute  acids.  It 
has  been  generally  considered  that  pure  gallotannin  or 
tannin,  from  galls  has  the  composition  Ci,H,„0„,  and  in 
constitution  is  the  anhydride  of  gallic  acid,  or  digallic 
acid,  but  this  constitution  is  open  to  doubt.  Commercial 
gallotarnin  is  often  very  impure.  It  may  contain  more 
or  less  dextrose,  chlorophyll,  volatile  oil,  gallic  acid, 
ellagic  acids.  Starch  has  been  found  to  the  extent  of 
25  per  cent.  Purified  gallotannic  acid  forms  a  colourless 
amorphous  mass,  light  yellowish  buff-coloured  scales,  pale 
buff-coloured  micro-crystalline  powder,  or  a  brittle 
vitreous  mass.  It  becomes  yellow  in  the  light,  even  if 
air  be  excluded.  The  taste  is  strongly  astringent,  and 
the  reaction  acid.  When  heated  it  darkens,  with  or  with- 
out fusing,  and  at  215°  decomposes,  with  formation  of 
water,  pyrogallol  and  carbon  dioxide,  while  a  residue  of 
metagaliic  or  melanogallic  acid,  C^H,0,,  is  left,  which  is 
the  -sole  product  when  tannic  acid  is  rapidly  heated  to 
280°,  The  optical  activity  of  gallotannin  varies.  The 
solubility  has  been  given  as  follows  :  100  parts  cold  water 
dissolve  253  parts,  boiling  water  300  parts,  alcohol  120 
parts,    chloroform    0.007   parts:    in    benzene    it    is  less 


soluble  than  in  chloroform.  Different  samples  vary  in 
solubility.  Gallotannin  is  precipitated  from  concentrated 
solution  by  dilate  hydrochloric  acid  or  sulphuric  acid, 
sodium  chloride,  potassiuiri  chloride,  and  potassium  ace- 
tate, but  not  by  sodium  sulphate  or  nitric  acid.  In 
absolutely  dry  ether,  tannic  acid  is  almost  insoluble;  after 
addition  of  water  the  liquid  separates  into  three  layers. 
Taken  internally  gallotannin  is  converted  into  galhc  "acid, 
wliich  may  afterwards  be  found  in  blood  and  urine. 
Gallotannin  is  readily  oxidisable,  reduces  salts  of  gold, 
silver,  mercury,  copper  and  permanganates.  Nitric  acid 
oxidises  it,  forming  oxalic  acid.  An  important  and 
characteristic  reaction  is  formation  of  a  white  (or  buff- 
coloured)  flocculent  precipitate  with  a  solution  of  gelatin. 
Added  to  a  dilute  solution  of  gallotannin,  feiTous  sulpliate 
occasions  no  change  if  free  from  ferric  salt,  but  produces 
a  white  precipitate  in  concentrated  solution.  With  ferric 
chloride  tannic  acid  produces  a  bluish-black  precipitate  of 
ferric  gallotannate  (ink),  the  colour  of  which  is  destroyed 
by  boiling,  reducing  agents  and  acids.  Ferric  chloride 
detects  gallotannin  in  a  solution  of  1 :  30,000.  Gallotannin 
gives  -no  reaction  with  solution  of  cupric  sulphate,' but  on 
adding  excess  of  ammonia,  or  in  the  presence  of  calcium 
carbonate,  it  is  precipitated.  With  tartar  emetic,  and 
soluble  salts  of  lead  and  bismuth,  gallotannin  yields  white 
insoluble  precipitates,  with  lime  water  and  ammoniacal 
barium  chloride  it  yields  a  white  precipitate,  turning 
blue  on  exposure.  Sanin's  reagent  for  the  detection  of 
gallotannin  is  as  follows: — Tartar  emetic  20  gm.,  sodium 
chloride  20  gm..  sodium  acetate  40  gm.,  sodium  bitar- 
trate  5  gm.,  dissolved  in  100  c.c.  of  water.  Gallic  acid 
does  not  give  a  precipiitate.  When  an  ammoniacal 
potassium  ferricyanide  solution  is  added  to  a 
solution  of  tannic  acid,  a  deep  red  coloration 
changing  to  brown  is  produced  even  in  dilute  solutions. 
Tannic  acid  is  distinguished  from  gallic  acid  by  its 
aqueous  solutions  yielding  precipitates  with  solutions  of 
isinglass,  albumen  or  alkaloids.  One  gram  of  tannic  acid 
dissolved  in  5  c.c.  of  boiling  water,  when  cooled,  should 
give  no  turliidity  when  diluted  with  10  c.c.  of  90  per  cent, 
alcohol,  indicating  absence  of  gum  or  dextrin.  A 
similar  solution  should  yield  no  precipitate  when 
diluted  with  10  c.c.  at'  water,  indicating  .absence 
of  resinous  substances.  Gallic  acid  should  be 
absent  from  samples,  and  may  be  detected  by  its 
solubility  (1  in  100  of  cold  water),  or  by  the  red  colora- 
tion on"  addition  of  potassium  cyanide  solution  to  a 
10  per  cent,  solution  of  acid.  Tannic  acid  is  a  styptic 
and  local  astringent.  Wool  for  cigarettes  is  absorbent 
cotton  wool  impregnated  with  tannic  acid  and  used  to 
eliminate  nicotine  from  the  smoke.  Squire  gives  the 
following  direction  for  making  it  :  Dissolve  2  of  tannic 
acid  in  60  of  water,  and  moisten  8  of  absorbent 
cotton  wool :  press  to  remove  30  of  the  liquid  and  dry. 
Remove  any  discoloured  portion  of  the_  wool. 
Use  has  been  made  of  tannic  acid  in  the 
treatment  of  burns.  The  burned  area  is  covered 
with  sterile  gauze  pads  soaked  with  a  2.5  per 
cent,  solution  of  tannic  acid.  It  is  essential  that 
the  tannic  acid  solution  be  made  up  fresh  just  before 
use.  In  some  cases  5  per  cent,  tannic  acid  ointment 
in  soft  paraffin  and  lanolin  can  be  used,  especially  about 
the  eyes,  where  the  astringent  solution  cannot  be  used, 
with  entire  safety.  A  method  of  procedure  at  a  London 
hospital  is  the  following  :  The  burn  is  cleansed,  and  all 
blisters  are  removed,  A  piece  of  sterilised  gauze  is 
saturated  with  a  2-per  cent,  tannic  acid  solution,  and: 
applied  to  the  burn.  The  part  is  then  bandaged  and  the, 
gauze  adheres  firmly  to  the  part.  Tannic  acid  solution  is- 
applied  daily  through  the  mesh  of  the  gauze  for  about  a 
week,  wlien  the  gauze  commences  to  come  awa_y  leaving 
the  skin  perfectly  smooth.  In  the  case  of  severe  burns 
tannic  acid  may  be  valuable.  but  otherwise  the 
protection  of  the' burn  by  a  simple  dressing  is  the  proper 
pi'ocedure.  The  technique  and  results  obtained  by  treat- 
ing burns  with  a  2.5  per  cent,  solution  of  tannic  acid. 
in  sterile  water,  sprayed  on  with  an  atomiser,  are 
described  in  "The  Ta'nnic  Acid  Treatment  r,f  Burns" 
(Stationery  Office,  Is.).
